Sighting Secretarial Woes 
To Karen Lindsey: 

I enjoyed reading your article on Yes 
We Can (Phoenix, Jan. 29). I, too, was 
annoyed with the program but for 
different reasons. I have always been 
turned off to women’s liberationists since 
they fail to cover a very important topic 
— the role of the secretary in business. 
(God, I’m beginning to cringe at the 
mention of my own job title!) 

After all, we do exist, and as in many 
cases, we handle 90% of the work of our 
immediate supervisors. It irks me how 
easily a man can work his way into a 
managerial position from being a 
shipping clerk or mail clerk, as well as 
how companies encourage this among 
men through on-the-job training 
programs. Secretaries, on the other hand, 
with as much educational background or 
more, are for the most part imprisoned in 

their field because “we need someone 
who can type.” 

I refuse to take two to four years out of 
my life to study what I already know or 
can learn in a matter of weeks on the job, 
while I watch men push past me into 
ready-made positions. This is a basic flaw 
in our society’s thinking and as long as 
women’s liberationists refuse to 
acknowledge us and our complaints 
(because they may feel we have chosen 
our fate by taking our menial jobs), we 
will never progress. 

There was a time when I felt that 
knowledge of dealing with people (very 
important in business), and most 
business education could be learned by 
first hand experience from the bottom 
up. Now I have learned my greatest 
lesson: it’s not what you know but, rather 
who you know, and how ruthless, 
aggressive, and two-faced you can 

' stomach yourself to be. 

Women’s liberation should be taking 
constructive action to do away with over 
competitiveness, not encourage it. We 
women have so much to contribute. to 
society in our own way, but it seems that 
we are being trained to act as men do. 
Our feminity and passiveness (yes, even 
passiveness) can be used as advantages. 


These qualities should not be overlooked 


as faults.

Secretaries — victims of sexism 


Karen Lindsey replies: You're right of 
course, in your complaint about 
secretaries not being advanced, but it’s 
unfair to say that the women’s movement 


on every issue at every moment, but the 
oppression of working women, on every 
level, is a major issue for many 
organizations and in much of the feminist 
literature. 

One organization, in fact, exists solely 
around the problems of working women, 9 
to 5 (see Connie Page’s excellent article 
in the Nov. 27 Phoenix). J don’t know any 
feminists who blame secretaries for 
choosing to be secretaries; many of us are 
secretaries ourselves, since we're rarely 
independently wealthy and secretarial 
work, good or bad, is usually what women 
can get. Nor do most of us want women to 
be aggressive in the way men. have 
traditionally been. Rather we want to 
develop a kind of non-aggressive 
assertiveness to provide a new model for 
both women and men. 

I think you make another basic 
mistake, typical in our specialized 
society. The women’s movement will not 
represent all women until all women are 
in it. Insofar as any of us can speak for the 
needs of our sisters, we try to. But it is far 
more important that women become 
their own politicians. If there’s an issue 
relevant to women that any woman 
thinks important, she should try to either 
find out if any existing groups are 
organized around the issue, or try and 
begin organizing herself. 

The women’s movement is a growing 
process, and only the efforts of women 
implementing their own needs will give 
us our definition.

Right now nearly 
all California wines are being boycotted 
nationwide in an attempt to secure UFW 
contracts for grapeworkers. Gallo — one 
of the largest growers — is a prime target 
of the boycott. Grapeworkers currently 
suffer because of the uncontrolled levels 
of pesticidesy which cause blindness, lung 
diseases and ultimately death. Child 
labor, unsafe, working conditions, and 


Yet, your article — for all its discussion 
of flavor, quality, and price — mentions 
not one word about the people whose lives 
are mercilessly exploited and sacrificed 
in the production of the wine we are told 
to buy and drink. Do you really believe 
that your readers care more about money- 
saving and winetasting than about 
human suffering — and this in the area 
whose support helped cafry the first 
grape boycott to victory in 1970? 


Everyone:is urged to boycott all table 
grapes, non-union lettuce, and all 


California wine except the following: 
Almaden, Paul Masson, Christian 
Brothers, Italian Swiss colony, Vel Vie, 
and Novitiate. Our choice of wine could 
make the difference between continued 
oppression at the hand of growers or 
decent jobs and living conditions for 
thousands of migrant workers. Your 
article ended with a toast, but I think this 
is a better one: Viva la huelga!

Talking Politics 


Zanies Gath 


for Gun Control 


By Dave O’Brian 

€ sportsmen, so called, who 
turn out in full force each year to 
oppose strict gun control don’t 
like to be called the ‘‘gun 
lobby,” and they are always 
quick to deny any connection at 
all with the notorious National 
Rifle Association (NRA) — the 
unofficial publishing arm of the 

* gun manufacturers. 

Every time someone made 
reference to the NRA at last 
week’s State House gun control 
hearing, the sportsmen would 
get angry and shout, “Liar!” 
Marching Ondeus 

In fact, however, Stan 
Berchulski, an outdoors writer 
for the Springfield Daily News, 
reported on Feb. 5 that the 
heads of the state’s two major 
sportsmen’s organizations have 
been getting their orders directly 
from NRA headquarters in 
Washington. Lovell Spaulding, 
president of the State Rifle and 
Pistol Association, and Gerald 
Paul, head of the State Council 
of Sportsmen’s Clubs, he 
reported, have been to 
Washington to consult with 
NRA officials “regarding the 
mounting of a special campaign 
to fight anti-gun legislation in 

this state.” 

The gun clubs then formed a 
joint Sportsmen’s Legislative 
Committee to lobby against 
passage of any meaningful gun 
bill this year. Their particular 
concern is the series of handgun 
confiscation bills put forth this 
year by Gov. Sargent, Sen. Jack 
Backman, Sheriff John Buckley 
and others. Berchulski reported 
that the NRA ‘‘considers 
Massachusetts a pilot 
battleground in the national 
effort to halt the increasing 
threat of firearms control laws.” 

Two weeks later, Elliot 
Goodman, registered lobbyist 
for the Council of Sportsmen’s 
Clubs, denied to this reporter 
the existence of a gun lobby. “If 
there is a gun lobby,” he said, 
“Td like to know about it.” 

Following the meetings in 
Washington, the NRA sent out 
special messages, not only to its 


own members, but also the other 
gun and sportsmen’s clubs in 
Massachusetts referring 


specifically to Sen. Backman’s — 


and Sheriff Buckley’s proposed 
gun confiscation legislation and 
stating, “Behind all this are 
segments of the press and the 
electronic media. Never before 
has there been such continuous 
pressure on the public to ban 
pistols and revolvers! We are in 
for the biggest fight yet, and we 
had better run scared!” 


Two weeks later, Elliot | 


Goodman told this reporter that 
the massive turnout of 
sportsmen at the gun hearings 
every year is “spontaneous.” 
And they came. Transported 


in a fleet of a dozen leased buses - 


from across the state, the 
“spontaneous” Outpouring of 
sportsmen at the State House 
last Monday was nearly a 
thousand strong, outnumbering 
the gun control advocates at the 
hearing by seven to one. 

And they were loud, insulting 
and crude. The chairmen of the 
Public Safety Committee which 
was hearing 30 separate 


_ proposals relating to guns tried 


for a while to keep the emotional 
crowd in line, then gave up and 
let them holler. 

The governor, who has a 
reputation as a sportsman, is 
considered a traitor by the gun 
crowd for joining the anti-gun 
camp this year, and was loudly 


booed. When the committee --

asked for quiet, someone 
shouted, “He started it!” 
By a Commie! 

When Sheriff Buckley 
observed that Robert Kennedy 
was killed with a handgun, 
someone shouted, “Yeah. By a 
Commie!” 

And after a rabbi spoke in 
favor of handgun confiscation, 
someone shouted, more 
guns for Israel!” 

In between the shouts, 
catcalls, efotional outbursts, 


and attempts from speakers on 


both sides of the issue to play on 
the irrational fears of the general 


public, a few salient points were . 


made, but the members of the 
committee were busy running in 


and out answering roll calls and 


not paying much attention to 
the whole thing. Indeed, as the 
day-long circus was drawing to a 
close, Len Permut of the State 


Pharmaceutical Ass’n appeared 


on behalf of the Backman 
proposal to ban handguns with 
certain exceptions and was 
badgered by Rep. William F. 
Hogan of Everett. 

“Don’t you think a druggist 
has a right to protect himself?” 
Hogan asked. “Sen. Backman 
wants to take that right away 
from him.” 

Since the Backman bill 
specifically allows professional 
businessmen to carry handguns, 
Hogan was plainly wrong. It was 
clear that he had made up his 
mind to oppose the measure 
without even knowing what it 
contained. 

There was, in fact, a lot of 
misinformation passed around 
at the hearing, much of it going 
unchallenged. One witness 


~ made the flat statement that a 


knife is a more deadly weapon 
than a gun. A shout from the 
balcony, “That's a lie — where’s 
your evidence?” was all but 
drowned out by the cheers of the 
gun crowd. 
Minds Made Up First 

But the testimony at a 
hearing like this means little 
anyway. Gun control, like 
abortion, racial imbalance, and 
the death penalty, is one of those 
highly emotional issues that has 


been kicked around to such an. 


extent that everyone on Beacon 
Hill has already had his mind 
made up on the issue. And the 
Committee on Public Safety had 
its mind made up on gun control 
long before Monday’s hearing. 
The” only thing that could 
make a difference, therefore, is 
either a groundswell of pressure 
from the public at large or some 
initiative on the part of the 
legislative leadership. This year 
there’s little evidence of either. 
Although they sign petitions 


and show up in public opinion . 


polls, the great numbers of 


people that supposedly favor .

Night of the Bobcat

Fat Jack and Patsy and Carlo 
are reasonably well-connected 
Philadelphia businessmen 
whose occupation sometimes — 
but rarely — requires them to 
engage the services of the 
Philadelphia lawyer they keep 
_on retainer “‘just in case.” They 
specialize in retailing 
secondhand jewelry and 
silverware to people who are not 
excessively curious about the 
origin of the goods. They deal, 
they say, only in quality 
merchandise, and wouldn’t 
think of touching mundane stuff 
like TVs and stereos and 
typewriters. They despise that 
sort of burglar, in fact, 
excoriating them as ‘punks, 
junkies, ripoff artists, and 
second-storey men.” Nor are 
they particularly dangerous: 
they have never really hurt 
anybody because they take great 
pains not to. “That stuff is for 
cheap hoods and mobsters,” 
says Fat Jack, “who got no class. 
Them gorilla tactits went out 
with Al Capone. The 
difference,” he adds, “between 


us and other crooks is we got 


manners.” 


On this particular summer 
evening Fat Jack, Patsy, and 
Carlo were paying a call to a 
rather imposing estate on Long 
Island whose occupants 
happened to be vacationing in 
Europe. (“You shoulda seen it,” 
Patsy marvels to this day. “This 
place had so much class that 
fellow The Big Gatsby would of 


had to use the servant’s - 


entrance.”) Since the manor 
had an open front lawn the size 
of several football fields, the 
mild-mannered trio had 
planned to eschew the quarter- 
mile circular driveway. Instead, 
Carlo dropped the other two on a 
side road a few hundred yards 
behind the house. Situated in 
between was a dense stretch of 
woods. “It was like the goddamn 
Sumatran Jungle We kept 
bumpin’ into trees and tripping 
over roots. We finally had to 
turn the flashlight on, which we 
don’t like to do.” 


Fat Jack and Patsy were 
carrying the bare essentjals. A 
small kit of burglar tools, a 
walkie-talkie, a flashlight, one 
large suitcase, and a .38 Special 
“which we also don’t like to use 
and in fact never have.” 


“Anyway, it takes maybe 
twenty minutes to hack our way 
through the woods and we 
finally get up in back of the joint 
there’s a light on in a room up on 
the third floor. Now we know 
these people have closed up the 
house and there’s nobody there, 
and besides, people do this all 
the time to scare them theives 
away. But still, we hold a 
conference right there because 
what if just maybe they left 
some one of them servants there 
or something. So I says to Jack 
‘What are we gonna do if 
somebody’s there?’ and he says 
‘Hell, I don’t want to shoot no 
fuckin’ maid.’ So we called up 
Carlo and told him to come back 


and meet us at the road, we'd - 


sort of aborted the mission like 
they say. 

“So back we go through the 
jungle, run into a few more trees, - 
and we’re almost to the road 
when we hear this awful hissing 
and whining and screaming. 
‘What the fuck is that?’ says 
Jack, and I says ‘I don’t know, 
but turn the flashlight on and 
find out.” 


The illumination revealed that 

trapped between a thick briar 
patch and a barbed wire fence 
was a medium-sized animal, 
which, upon closer examination, 
proved to be a bobcat. “A very 
pissed off bobcat,” recalls Fat 
Jack. 

Being the humanitarians they 
are, Jack and Patsy set about 
freeing the unfortunate animal. 
“We got the wire cutters and 
just as I pop him loose Patsy 
shuts the suitcase around him. 
It was perfect work. We figured, 
see, maybe we’d take him back 
to Philly and turn him loose in a 
bar full of cops or something. 

“We get out to the road and 
Carlo’s there waiting. ‘What 


took you so long?’ he wants to . 


know, and he’s just about to ask 
us why we checked off on the job 
when the cat starts hissing and 
screaming again. He jumps 
away from the suitcase and yells 
at us. ‘What the hell is in there?’ 


he yells, and we tell him it’s a 


bobcat and we’re taking it home 
with us. ‘Oh,’ he says, and looks 
at us like we’re fuckin’ nuts, and 
we drive off. 


“I cut a couple of holes in the - 


suitcase so’s he could breathe, 
because after all, what are you 
gonna do with a dead bobcat? 
This goes on for an hour, hour 
and a half, and the thing doesn’t 
shut up all the way. The thing’s 
hissing and growling and mostly 


screaming and finally Patsy gets 
pissed off and tries to make him 


quiet down by sticking his cigar 
through the holes, figuring 
maybe if he burns him a little 


he’ll desist with the noise.- 


Instead, it makes the bobcat 


even more pissed off, and now he- 


sounds like a goddamn 
Cincinnati Bengal Tiger. ‘So 


help me, I’m gonna shoot the son 


of a bitch,’ Patsy is yelling. 

By now we’re on the Jersey 
Pike, and we come up to a rest 
area and decide to go get some 
coffee. We have our coffee, and 
we’re pulling up to get some gas 
and Carlo is saying ‘Listen, I’m 
not driving one more mile with 
that there ferocious beast in the 
car. He makes me nervous,” and 
Patsy here still wants to shoot 


_ him which is not a good thing to 


do on the New Jersey Turnpike. 
So I give in and while en te 
gassing up. the car — this is last 
summer when they still had gas 
— I take the suitcase for a casual 
stroll and leave it up by the 
entrance ramp. So we're sitting 
there back by the pumps and 
watching it. One, two, three cars 
go right past it. Then the fourth 
car, a blue volkswagen, goes 
flying by, hits the brakes, throws 
it into reverse and comes right 
back. This guy who looks just 
like Superfly jumps out and 


looks: around. Next thing you 
know the suitcase is in the back 
seat and they’re off again. 

“So. we start following them 
down -the turnpike. Just about 
the time the guy hits fourth gear 
we see the driver’s door fly open 
and he comes bailing out of the 
car going fifty. The car goes 
about three hundred yards up 
the road out of control, off the 
highway, and finally crashes 
into a ditch. 

We’re 
crazy, but we put on the serious 
face when. we pull up beside the 
first guy, the driver. ‘What 
happened to you, man, you fell 
out of that car going 50 miles an 
hour anyway? 

“He’s all cut and bruised and 
his clothes are torn up a little. ‘I 
don’t know’ his teeth are 
chattering like it’s cold or 
something. ‘It looked something 
like a big cat, ‘cept it has these 
big fuckin’ teeth!” 

“We put him in the car and go 
to find the other one. This guy 
looks like he just went 15 rounds 
with a goddamn grizzly bear. 
He’s cut to ribbons, his clothes 
are in shreds, he’s missing 
several big tufts of hair, and his 
eyes, his eyes looked like-they 
were about the size of a pair of 
cue balls. 

“What...what was that thing?’ 
asks the guy who was driving, 
and this guy, who is, shaking 
worse than the first one, his eyes 
get a little bigger. ‘No doubt 
about it,’ he says, “it was the 
New Jersey Mothafuckin’ 
Devil!”

Joe Rizzo runs an ARCO 
service station in Needham, 
Massachusetts. If anyone has 
been creative in trying to cope 
with the problems of running a 
gas station during this shortage 
period, Joe Rizzo has been 
among the leaders. Operating 
with about 80 percent of his 1972 
allocation Joe was one of the 
first to formulate an 
“appointment. only” system — 
open to all, but supplying his 
regular customers with special 
stickers. Among the ten Rizzo 
Rules, displayed in hand 
painted signs around the 
station; are rules 8, 9, and 10 — 
“Violators will be, punished;” 
‘“*‘Don’t ask favors;’’ and 
“Smile!” 

Last week though, Joe himself 
wasn’t smiling. ‘Emergency 
allocation, bullshit,’’ he 
proclaimed as our reporter drove 
in to get some of that allotment. 
“T went down to the State House 
and filled out all the forms. My 
request was approved because I 
supply the Needham post office. 
So, I called ARCO, first the local 
office in Revere and then the 


regional office in Rhode Island - 


and was informed that the head 
office in California had decided 
no extra allocations.” 

“They said no agreements, 
Federal, state or local would be 
honored. ‘It’s our gas,’ they told 
me, and said, ‘we'll do with it 
what we want, not what some 
government agency tells us to 
do. If they don’t like it, they can 
bring us to court.” 

“What they’re trying to do,” 
Rizzo said, ‘‘is eliminate 


_ stations that sell 15,000 gallons 


or less per month. I know two 
guys already who have been 
told that they’re getting no more 
deliveries. What I want to know 
is where all this gas is going — if 
there is any.” 

Once an optimist, Joe Rizzo 
seems to be trying extra hard to 
follow his own rule number 10 — 
“Smile!”

Graham will base her 
candidacy on opposition to the 
random development that has 
come to,Cambridge, specifically 
the Kennedy Memorial Library. 
She will also work, if elected, for 
state legislation encouraging low 
and moderate income housing. 


Voting 


Also in Cambridge, a battle is - 


shaping up for the choice of a 
new election commissioner to fill 


one pf two Democratic seats on 
the four-member board. Under 
Cambridge law, the city 
manager will choose from among 


‘three candidates proposed by 


the Democratic city committee 
— which was battling last week 
over its recommendations. 
Reform groups are hoping to 
install a new commissioner more 
sympathetic than incumbent 
Andrew Trodden to registering 
young voters. In the past two 
years, student and young voters 
have been frequently denied the 
right to register. 


Sex Victory 


February 21 maybe should be 
named Working Women’s Day 
in Boston, for on that day the 
Boston Redevelopment 
Authority awarded $55,000 in 
damages, salaries. and title 
upgradings for each of eleven 
female employees in an out-of- 
court settlement of a sex 
discrimination suit. 

Representing the first large 
cash grant resulting from a class 
action suit against a city agency, 
the BRA case also includes a 
comprehensive affirmative 
action plan designed by the 
complainants. According to the 
plan, 50 percent women and 20 
percent minority persons must 
be hired at every salary and 
grade level; the Authority must 
aggressively recruit such 


‘ employees, as overseen by the 


Massachusetts Commission 
Against Discrimination and the 
federal Housing and Urban 


Development agency; 
secretaries and clerical wotkers 
must have their prior experience 
considered for hiring and 
promotion into development, 
administrative, planning and 
technician jobs; an affirmative 
action council of BRA 
employees must be formed to 
advise the Authority’s Director 
on all issues relating to 
discrimination; and all those 
who presently have secretarial or 
clerical positions and whose 
duties are similar to those of 
higher paying jobs must be 
promoted to administrative 
titles. 

The case was filed against the 
Authority in 1970 and was the 
subject of 31 public hearings 
over a three and a half year 
period. 

Of the upgradings gained by 
the complainants, the largest 
were those received by Marcia 
Myers, now BRA Chief of 
Environmental Planning at a 
salary of $18,000 a year and 
Lucile Sims, new Deputy 
Director of Zoning at $16,300. 


The two employees who in 1970 — 


held secretarial titles were 
upgraded to Technician and 
Administrative Assistant. 
Several women who left the 


BRA before the case was settled 


were given retroactive 
upgradings.

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FBI Heists Nantes of 1970 Student Strikers

On Oct. 10, 1970 two agents of 
the Federal Bureau of 
Investigation burglarized the 
office of two Brandeis University 
professors, according to two 
former Brandeis security men, 
and ransacked the files of the 
National Student Strike 
Information Center which were 
stored in the office, stealing 
hundreds of documents, 
including a computer print-out 
listing perhaps 2,500 organizers 
and major supporters of the 
campus upheaval that had 
shaken the nation in reaction to 
the Cambodian Invasion and the 
Kent and Jackson State killings 
the spring before. 

George Kennedy, a former 
FBI agent who served as 
Brandeis’ Assistant Director of 
Security and Safety for 18 
months and Robert 
MacGillivray, who resigned last 
May after a year and a half as a 


‘Brandeis guard, independently 


verified the incident. Kennedy 
said that he, under orders from 
his boss, Director of Security 
Wendell Brooks, had actually 
brought the two agents up to the 
office, opened the door for them, 
and spent almost three hours 
helping them search through the 
personal papers of sociology 
professors Neil Friedman and 
Charles Derber and the files of 


the then virtually defunct 


NSSIC. MacGillivray, although 
he did not go to work for 
Brandeis until 1971, said that 
the theft had been “common 
locker room gossip’ among the 


. guards. He said that the two 


guards who stood lookout, while 
the FBI agents and Kennedy 
were sorting out the documents, 
had several times bragged to 
him of the incident. 

Kennedy, an 8-year FBI 
veteran, identified the two FBI 
special agents who taok part in 
the theft as Charles Ahern, a 
long-time Boston Bureau 
specialist on security or political 
matters and Gerry Mahoney, 
also from the Boston FBI office, 
“Considered one of the top FBI 
criminal investigation agents.” 

The two agents, said 
Kennedy, ‘‘filled two big 
cardboard boxes we found in the 
basement of the building with 
printed material. There was a 
computer print a couple of 
inches thick with what looked 
like thousands of names; names, 
addresses, phone numbers and 
what college they were involved 
with. They were very excited 
when they found that, very 
happy, it was very very valuable 
to them. I remember the list had 
the name of a school, like 
Columbia, and then maybe 75 to 
200 names.” 

(Students who were involved 
in the NSSIC said that the 
computer printout was one of 
the very few listings they had 
made of the people on their 
mailing list. Despite contrary 
press at the time, the NSSIC 
was not a coordinating group for 
the student strike but merely an 
information center which took in 
comments and reports from the 
strike groups at about. 400 
colleges and published a 
newsletter. Besides students, 
the list included contributors 
who made the newsletter 
possible and a sizable number of 
non-students who had 
subscribed to the newsletter. 
Although for some large active 


colleges like Columbia there 


may have been over 100 names, 
in most cases the newsletter list 
would pinpoint one or two key 
activists at the college or 
university. Although there is 
confusion as to how many names 
were on the particular list the 
FBI reportediy obtained, a 
Brandeis student who worked 
with the NSSIC mailing list said 
he thought it had no more than 
2,5000 names, and possibly 
considerably less.) 

The theft took place as the 


pressure increased on the FBI on 
a major case, the Sept. 23, 1970 
robbery of State Street Bank 
and Trust two weeks previous. A 
Boston police officer, Walter 
Schroeder, was killed in a 
shootout at the bank and three 
radical Brandeis students were 
implicated; Stanley Bond, later 
apprehended, convicted of a 
nationwide spree of bank 
robberies and attacks on 
military installations, was 
imprisoned in Walpole state 
prison where he died in May, 
1972, when a bomb he was 
making exploded in his hand, 
Susan Saxe and Katherine 
Power, both of whom have been 
on the FBI’s Ten Most Wanted 
list since 1970 but are still 
eluding capture, and two ex- 
cons who Bond had met on a 
previous prison stint.” Bond, 
Saxe and Power had been deeply 
involved in the NSSIC, part of 
the small cadre of students who 
had fought the University’s 
heavy-handed attempts to close 
them down and force them off 
campus through the summer of 
1970. But by the fall, the strike 
information center was 
practically moribund. 

“In the two weeks since the 
robbery, there had been FBI and 
Boston Homicide detectives at 
‘tthe University almost 
constantly interviewing 
students,’’ said Kennedy. 
“‘Because of the problems, I was 
working that Saturday, 
although normally I would have 
that day off. Ahern and 
Mahoney came in and talked to 
(Security Director) Brooks. 
Then Brooks came to see me and 
said, George, will you take 
Charley and Gerry up and see if 
you can get into Neil Friedman’s 
office. I said I would and Brooks 
gave me his Great Grand Master 
(all-university master key) to 
unlock the door. I said I'll need 
two men on duty, Officer Ed 
Fitzgerald and Sgt. John 
Iacobelli, to go with me. - 

“I knew I had to think of a 
way to close off the building so I 


_told the two security guards to 


meet me up at Pearlmen Hall 
(the Brandeis sociology 
building) and rode up them in 
the back of the FBI car with the 
two agents,” relates Kennedy. 
“When we got up there I had 
them make sure all the doors 
were locked. and then I stationed 
Iacobelli outside patrolling 
around the building. He was to 
tell anyone who wanted to get 
into the building that we had 
had another bomb threat and 
that Kennedy and two state fire 
marshals were inside checking 
the building and no one was 
allowed in until they were 


- finished.” 


Kennedy said he, Fitzgerald, 
the Brandeis guard, and the two 
FBI agents then went inside and 
up to room 206. Fitzgerald was 
stationed in the hall outside the 
office with instructions to allow 
no one to approach or enter room 
206. The door was unlocked; so 
the master key was unnecessary. 
Kennedy, Ahern and Mahoney 
went in. It was about 2 PM. 

“Both of the FBI agents went 
through both desks, both Neil 
Friedman’s and Charley 
Derber’s, and they took some 
things from both. They went 
through the materials on top of 
both desks, all desk drawers. 
File cabinets were entered and 
searched as well as were book 
shelves and every other area of 
this office. 

“T was sort of semi-acting as 
guard too,” said Kennedy. “I 
was more interested in keeping 
the security. Although I did look 
at a few things — you can get 
pretty bored sitting there. We 
were in there almost three hours. 

“I remember they got some 
private correspondence from 
Neil’s desk, letters from people 
in Berkley and other places. And 
from, I think, Charley Derber’s

desk they got a check made out 
to Kathie Power for $45 
(apparently for NSSIC 
expenses), she had never cashed 
it and it was signed by some girl. 
They took that too. They went 
through Neil’s files and took a 
number of folders. And they 
took much of the strike center 
files; leaflets, letters, all sorts of 
things. They got the strike 
center telephone bills, so they 
could trace down the long 
distance calls, and the bank 
account reports. There was “a 
small address and telephone 
book on Neil’s desk, a. dark 
colored good quality notebook, 
and they copied down all the 
addresses and phone numbers in 
it.” (The notebook belonged to 
neither Derber nor Friedman, 
but Derber remembers a 
student’s personal telephone 
book being left in the office for 
some time around then.) 
Kennedy said. the agents also 
removed a photograph of a 
woman nude standing in a 
shower holding a small baby. He 
wasn’t sure from whose desk it 
was removed, but Friedman 
identified the photo as a picture 
of his wife and infant daughter. 

Kennedy said the two agents 
got two large cardboard boxes 
from the basement of Pearlman 
Hall and filled them, mostly 
with NSSIC literature. 

Shortly before they took the 
boxes out, Brooks, the Director 
of Security, came up to the 


office himself, looked in and said 
something like “How’d it go? 
Everything OK fellows?” got a 
positive response and then left, 
said Kennedy. Fifteen minutes 
later, Kennedy said he carried 
one of the boxes down to the FBI 
car waiting in front of the 
building. “It was heavy, it 
weighed about 50 pounds with 
all that paper,” h e remembers. 
“We drove back to the security 
office. I went with the FBI 
agents. Ahern drove. The agents 
were very happy, they said they 
were sure the material they had 
obtained would prove very 
valuable.” 

The burglary was scarcely 
noticed at Brandeis, odd in 
normal times, but 
understandable in the situation 


at the time. Two students had - 


reported seeing two uniformed 
police searching through 
Friedman’s office on the night of 
Sept. 25, the day the names of 


the Brandeis students involved , 


in the bank robbery was made 
public. That same day, Prof. 
Friedman, who had been the key 
faculty supporter of’the NSSIC 
and a friend of the three student 
bank robbers was summarily 
suspended. (His resignation 
from his tenured position was 
later negotiated and he is now 
teaching at the State University 
of N.Y. at Stoney Brook. Derber 
is still at Brandeis.) Police 
officers were crawling all over 
the campus. 


Pearlman Hall, Brandeis 


The few NSSIC students still 
around the campus were not 
allowed into Pearlman Hall for 
some time thereafter. And while 
the police investigation was in 
high gear, none of the students 
wanted to step forward to claim 
the NSSIC papers for fear of 
being somehow tied into Power, 
Saxe and Bond. It was a chaotic 
time and when the professors 
and the students did get to 
clearing out the office, when 
they noticed some things 
missing from the disorganized 
mess left, they just assumed 
that the material had been 
taken in the incident reported 
by the student witnesses on 
Sept. 25, an incident that had 
been investigated by the 
administration and declared not 
to have happened. 

A memo on the investigation 
was written by the chairman of 
the Brandeis faculty senate, 
Stephan Berko, on September 
29, 1970 and sent to Philip 
Slater, then Chairman of the 
Sociology Department, who had 
demanded the investigation 
after the. student reports 
circulated on campus. It noted 
that there was “contradictory 
testimony” about the Sept. 25 
incident and quoted Brandeis’ 
then-president Charles I. 
Schottland reporting to the 
faculty “that after a thorough 
investigation carried out by the 
administration, he could find no 
evidence whatsoever that any 
desk was searched.” 

(In fact, according to both 
Kennedy and former Brandeis 
guard MacGillivray, two 
campus security officers entered 
Friedman’s office on Sept. 25 on 
their own initiative, and while 
they searched through the office, 
they apparently took nothing. 
According to both former 
security men, the two guards 
who entered Friedman’s office 
on Sept. 25 were Sgt. Paul 
Barstow aand security officer 
John Leonard.) 

Last week, I contacted Mr. 
Brooks, still the campus security 
director, for comment on the 
report of the FBL burglary and 
his role in it. He denied it 
completely. 

I contacted Brandeis security 
officer Edward Fitzgerald, but 
he refused to talk to me and 
referred me to the Brandeis 
public information office. 

I contacted Jeff Osoff, 
Director of the Public 
Information office at Brandeis, 
who warned me many times of 
the libel law, stressed that 
Kennedy, the students involved 
in the NSSIC in the summer of 
1970 and Professor Friedman 
were ‘‘representative of a 
particular breed” and not to be

Dear Owen: 

On anirregular basis I pick up the Boston 
Phoenix to read what's going on in the 
minds of people. Today, I noticed a 
question presented to you by B.L. of 
Cambridge, regarding young men entering 
the priesthood. Your answer, in one sense, 
was accurate, yet incomplete, in my 
estimation. I acknowledge your position on 
not wanting to speculate on “why” young 
people aren’t flooding the seminaries to 
study for religious life. Perhaps I can 
speculate for you, since I am a young priest 
myself. 

In recent articles in the Boston P/LOT 
(the Archdiocesan Newspaper) and the 
Boston GLOBE, several articles have 
appeared recently regarding this subject. 
True, the answers you gave were valid, in 
that they reflected a survey taken among 
priests on a nation-wide basis — answers 
reflecting a “dissatisfaction” among some 
priests, and blaming many bishops and 
priests for not “recruiting” vocations to the 
religious life. First of all, a vocation is a 
calling received by an individual from God. 
I am sure any priest would be interested in 
answering the questions of a young person 
regarding the priesthood, but the basic 
decision must come from the individual. 
Secondly, the survey also showed that 
society, in general, has become more 
“materialistic”; things are now more 
“comfortable” due to the great advances of 
technology, etc. 

From my own personal contact with the 
“youth” of today, I find that “materialism” 
is the foremost in their mind. I do not 
“berate” anyone for this, but take it as a 
fact of life, an almost innate quality 
inherent in society. In talking with several 
young men about religious vocations, most 
come back with the same question: ‘‘ What's 
the pay?"’ When the “pay” is explained to 
them ($3,600.00 per year less taxes, social 


. security, and other expenses such as 


automobile, gasoline, clothing, books, etc.) 
I am practically laughed at. The second 
question that I receive is: ‘Why (how) can 
youdoit?” ™ 

I have always looked upon the “‘youth” 
in a favorable light. They are the future of 


. society — both in secular and religious 


realms. My only observation is that many 
talk a good game, but really don’t apply 
what they say to themselves. So many are 
willing to “fight poverty, end war, 
overcome racial prejudice, etc.” with 
$20,000.00 a year incomes. 

I personally see many changes needed in 
the Church, and can see why there might be 
“dissatisfaction” among priests. We must 
remember however, that we are talking 
about changing an ‘‘/nstitution’’ which is 
nearly two thousand years old, and is based 
on Theological grounds, rather than solely 
on human understanding, and human laws. 
this takes time, research, etc., but many are 
unwilling to allow the “Holy Spirit” to 
work — in whatever length of time it may 
take. 
I had hoped that this would be a short 
response to your answer, but I can see that I 
have already hit many topics, and probably 
not answered all of them in as great a detail 
as might be necessary.

Two weeks ago in these pages we 
acknowledged the birth of a new tabloid 
weekly, The National Star. This week, we 


take note of another new publication, 


Time Inc.’s People, the first national 
weekly magazine since Sports Illustrated 
was started in 1954. Both of these new 
weeklies hold in common a couple of 
beliefs which indicate a direction 
journalism is taking in these suddenly 
lean years. 

First, that people are tired of reading 
about political problems. God knows how 
many Americans would like to see 
Watergate flushed out of this country’s 
newspapers and magazines. It’s so 
boring, and besides, so hard to 
understand. The much-maligned 
American readership now wants soft 
news stories, film stars and athletes, the 
old songs of hope and laughter; human

interest journalism is the preferred 
ointment for our great moral and 
economic wounds. 

The second belief is that people are, 
and probably always have been, tired of 
reading. What they enjoy is photographs, 
pictures of pretty girls, funny faces, 
familiar profiles, facial evidence that 
‘things are not that bad. The National 
Star’s layout is laden with such pictorial 
pleasantries and so is People, which is 
largely photographs. People’s pictures 
emphasize facial expressions. The smile 
quotient is very, very high as if to 
convince us, despite the ominous two- 
page spread photo of the Hearst parents 
talking to the press outside their home, 
that the world is enjoyimg itself. Sam 
Ervin, for instance, is dealt with 
completely outside the context of his 
current preoccupation; he is shown 
holding a bug-eyed seven-week-old baby 
im Miami, an incipient smile playing on 
his lips. No mention of Watergate; he is 
referred to simply in the caption as 
Senator Ervin. 

One of the magazine’s departments is 
titled “Happy” and eight of the 11 
persons in the five photographs are 
smiling, demonstrating that they’re 
happy. One of the remaining three is 
shown setting a record by smoking 28 
stogies simultaneously, suggesting the 
extent to which people will go to avoid 
the serious matters in their lives. 

Unlike The National Star, with its 
repertoire of anonymous ‘“‘scantily- 
clothed” women, People is more demure. 
There is no attempt to sensationalize or 
sexualize the news, though it does suffer 
from a quality endemic to those screen 
magazines that do; People is full of 
sophisticated gossip or what I like to call 
High Chat, exemplified by their six-page 
feature on society hostesses in Palm 
Beach, Florida. Though well- 
photographed, it is just another example 
of class voyeurism. We are led to believe 
that the women pictured have no 
difficulty obtaining gas. By reading 
about them, we can absorb some of their 
glitter in these hard times, and also some 
of their imagined immunities. 
Solzhenitsyn and Skin 

The centerfold spread belongs not to 


Life (whose resuscitation we still await), 
People does contain a few interesting 
stories (Scottie Fitzgerald on the film 
The Great Gatsby and a piece on Lee 
Harvey Oswald’s widow ten years. later), 
but an article advertised in the table of 
contents as “a graphic description of 
arrest by Alexander Solzhenitsyn” turns 
out to be two photos, one UPI, and 
Solzhenitsyn’s description of Volodin’s 
arrest in The First Circle. 


People is peopled by people who are all 
too familiar; most of them have already 
made their appearance in half a dozen 
other periodicals. Mia Farrow, Alice 
Cooper, William Peter Blatty, the Loud 
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family, Solzhenitsyn, Lovelace, Clifford 
Irving, Jim Croce, Randolph Hearst, all 
have walk-ons in this new magazine. 
“People in the Past” and ‘“Lookout”’, 
which highlights three up-and-coming 
personalities, are the only departments 
which do not participate in this rather 
banal contemporaneity. In the story on 
Palm Beach, Florida, the caption under. 
one photo reads: ‘‘Cynthia Cole 
sunbathes in front of the family’s neo- 
classical ocean-side gazebo.

Losing Energy

WASHINGTON! D,c, — 
Ralph Nader was there, looking 
like a college kid just before 
exams but talking like a pro, 
slicing away at atomic energy 
planners, Congress, the energy | 
companies and American 
wastrels of all sorts. Barry 
Commoner showed up, too, to 
quip that “this nation needs oil; 
it does not need the oil 
companies.’’ Several other 
ecology stars and peoples’ rights 
heroes, and more than 1100 
people came, from 45 states and 
137 sponsoring organizations, 
ranging from the Amalgamated 
Meatcutters and Sierra Club 
and League of Women Voters to 
the Bronx Church Coalition, 
American Lung Association, and 
PUSH, PROD, and 
P.R.O.C.E.E.D. The experts 
and the organizers. 

But the only speech at the 
Citizens Energy Conference 
Feb. 16-18 in Washington, D.C.., 
which got a standing ovation 
was Barbara William’s address 
to the closing plenary session, in 
which she told the faithful, 
“there will be no more black and 
white -messiahs...You are going 
to have to be the messiahs. You 
are going to have to be the 
expert.” 

That’s not all the executive 
director of the Coalition for 
Human Needs and Budget 
Priorities said, but it focussed on 
one of the major problems of the 
conference — and of the 
shiftings of American power 
known as the energy crisis. Even 
when you have a lot of data, you 
don’t have enough, and even 
when you think you have 
enough, that doesn’t mean you | 
have a workable, unified plan. 
And if you come up with a 
master plan, you’d better be 
ready to let it be part of a 
coalition effort. 

Those who came and sat in 


the overheated rooms and super- © 


cooled halls of the Shoreham 


Americana knew a few things. 
They shared the analysis that 
this time the great American rip- 
off was making the most middle- 
class American angry, that the 
Nixon Administration was 
clearly favoring the energy 
business, that the poor were 
hurting even more, that a 
change in life style was being 
called for. At the conference, 
they were repeatedly warned 
that the time to organize is now, 
and that the odds against them, 
if not overwhelming, are several 
times more than’great. 


The conference participants — 


were introduced to a number of 
solutions, some of them 
contradictory. Economist 
Walter Heller, told them that 
excess profits tax was not the 
way to stop the oil crisis, and the 
the price roll-back being posed 
was the best of possible 
solutions. A little later, Nader 
charged that Sen. Jackson’s 
version of price roll-backs (at 
least) was simply “phoney.” 
Joel Schatz, energy 
consultant to the State ‘of 
Oregon, came forth with his 
theory of “Cosmic Economics,” 
arguing that the best way to 


’ slow down the wasting of energy 


resources is to push the prices 
still higher (with appropriate 
checks and balances so that the 
energy companies do not simply 
get higher profits). Christopher 
Rand, former oil executive now 
writing a book on big oil, argued 
as effectively that the oil majors 
are more concerned with control 
of volume than of price. And the 
theme of the conference was 
repeatedly sounded: ‘the price 
issues obscures the real focus of 
the way power is being 
manipulated. 

Some of the participants 
argued for nationalization of the 
oil giants. There was an 
extensive report on the 
forthcoming Magnuson bill (S. 
2506), which would create a 


national oil-gas corporation and 
give major benefits to the 
independents. Marin Lobel, 
noted Washington attorney, 
argued against nationalization, 
and pushed for anti-trust 
actions to break up the big 
companies. Geoffrey Faux, a 
local organizer from Maine, 
spoke for many when he 
expressed his distrust of 
anything a government-run 
industry might do to benefit the 
consumer. “I don’t want to 
exchange Exxon for Nixxon,” he 
said. 


Conference leaders spoke © 


glowingly of the ‘‘human 
energy” being created at the 
three-day gathering, and hailed 


‘it as ‘‘the only energy source we 
‘do control,” and Ralph Nader 
declared that the movement _ 


generated by the whole issue 
“will be larger than the anti-war 
movement.” But as the day 
approached when the people 
had to return to their own 
projects, the talk shifted to an 
assessment like that of the 
Movement for Economic 
Justice’s Bert DeLeeuw: “One of 
the realities that we must face is 


- that we just don’t have the 


number of troops we need.” 

Nor was there the kind of 
unity at the meeting which leads 
to decisive action. Hulbert 
James of the National Council of 
Churches, said the conference 
leaders had been unable to 
agree, beforehand, on any single 
action agenda. The conference 
call had made clear that the 
days in Washington would be 
primarily educational (share 
strategies, learn new 
information) and inspirational 
(know ye that ye are not alone). 
If there was a dominant action 
then, it was: organize around 
coalitions. Which many of those 
present had already been doing 
— getting into coalition politics. 

“We've had more than 200 
solutions to the crisis offered to 


us here,” Ms. Williams told the 
closing session, “‘And you’re 
saying, ‘I don’t know what to do 
first’? Welcome. You're part of a 
new group.” 

The Williams analysis was not 
a cry of despair. Two hundred 
solutions is a lot to choose from. 
Given the diffuse state of the 
movements for peace and 
justice, they pose a number of 
avenues which can converge if 
coalitions are carefully formed. 
Rep. Ron Dellums (D. Calif), 
who opened the conference, 
suggested that the key strategic 
issue is coalition. And Dellums 
got his biggest applause when he 
declared, ‘‘The ultimate 
question is whether you and I 
have the courage and 
conviction, not to find 
alternative sources of energy, 
but an alternative way to live.” 


To those millions of 
Americans confused. and 
discomforted by the “energy 
crisis,” the’ Dellums message 
and the experience of the three 
days in Washington should 
make clear that even while 
contradictory data and solutions 
seem to muddle the energy 
issue, there is no time for 
treading water when the wave 
that is threatening to crest is the 
one being ridden by the Nixon 
Administration and corporate 
America. The “energy”’ crisis, as 
the conference theme 


. emphasized, is in reality and at 


base a crisis in power. 


Ms. Williams’ was 
appropriately apocalyptic in her 
conclusion. “Unless you deal 
with the psychology of 
powerlessness and the reality of 
power,” she admonished, “we'll 
have to have another conference 


_next Spring — on the ‘food 


crisis.” Those who want to wait 
around until all the “facts” are 
in on the energy crisis may do 
well to make their reservations 
now for next Spring. 


around the fact that Marty 
Linsky paid the $15.00 
nomination fee to have Ralph 
Fine nominated for 
consideration as one of The Ten 
Outstanding Young Leaders of 
Greater Boston.

only practised by lesser pols. In 
1972, as it happened, Ralph Fine 
and Mortimer Zuckerman were 
heavy and controversial sources 
of funds for Marty Linsky’s 
unsuccessful congressional race. 
Kerrigan also notes that the 
Globe editorially endorses 
Zuckerman’s Park Plaza, Fine’s 
Finance Commission, and 
deplores the Boston School 
Committee. 


In other words, Chairman 
Kerrigan has a scoop, a 
surprising, griddle-cake-cooking- 
story that no other journalist in 
town has. But, of course, 
Chairman Kerrigan isn’t a 
journalist even if he is a neat 
stylist of the Cicero’s-Orations- 
and-the-sermons-of-the-Jesuits- 
are-the-only-decent-source-of- 
English-style School. There’s a 
tough, hard political message 
hidden in Chairman Kerrigan’s 
story. He wants Ralph Fine to 
know that he is bird-dogging 
him, and is investigating, with 
astonishing resource, his every 
affair. But the real point to be 
drawn is that this is a city that 
thrives on the buddy system. 

If New York is a city which 
runs on ingenuity and theft — an 
idea created on the West Side in 
the morning is being produced 
in the hula-hoop version on the 
East Side in the afternoon — 
and if Washington is a city that 
runs on bluff and favor — when 
Lyndon Johnson called Tip 
O’Neill a few years ago to secure 
a vote, Tip said he was so busy 
saving the Boston Navy Yard 
from closing he might not make 
the role call and LBJ told 
O’Neill to let him (LBJ) worry 
about the Navy Yard if Tip 
would make it to the role call — 
and if Los Angeles is a city that 
runs on Kama Sutra Oil and the 
say-so of the box offices — then 
Boston is a city that runs on Old- 
School favors and the whim of 
Medici-like patrons. In the busy 
world downtown, few get ahead 
without a tutor or patron. The 
bars are full of broken people 
who can tell you as much. There 
is a way for the non-elect to gain 
admittance to the pool of the 
favored and one path is through 
the “Ten Outstanding Young 
Leaders” competition. This is 
something Chairman Kerrigan 
notes and his feelings bring up in 
turn, a poignant, sad fact about 
Boston’s public life. 

The willingness with which 
members of the different Estates 
within Boston trade the 
interests of their communities, 
neighborhoods, and, yes, let’s 
say it, classes, for preferment in 
a kind of non-event world is sad. 
And just as sad is the bitterness 


of those who won’t trade. Like 


Chairman Kerrigan, they. 


become outraged and through . 


some misplaced’ sense of 
vengeance can’t be reasonable in 
determining public policy. The 
result is government by warring 
in-groups, not even interest 
groups, and the name of the 
game for the outsiders is “zing 
the insiders” which leads men 
like Chairman Kerrigan to write 
stories designed to scare his 
political enemies instead of 
stories about solutions to some 
of our local cancers.

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Elections in Brookline? 
Politics Abound 


‘By Howard Husock 


Yes, Virginia - — and Boston, 
as well, for that matter — there 
is politics in Brookline. More 
goes on in the government of the 
town of 60,000 than the street- 
cleaning and snow-plowing. 

In fact, this’Tuesday (March 
5) Brookline will go to the polls 
in what has been called the most 
important town election in 20 
years. The focus will be on the 
one spot to be contested on the 
five-member Board of 
Selectmen, the body which 
adminsters the town after policy 
has been set by the 252-member 
Town Meeting — all of whose 
members will be also elected 


to its local politics — created a 
new majority in Town Hall. 
Although elections are officially 
non-partisan, it was obvious 
that Kassler, along with Sumner 
Kaplan and Eleanor Myerson, 
had forged a 3 to 2 Democratic 
majority. 

That block has stuck together 
on numerous critical issues, the 
most recent of which was a 
December selectmen’s vote that 
called on the town’s Beacon Hill 
delegation to file a bill extending 
the state rent control enabling 
legislation due to expire next 
year. The vote was widely 
interpreted as a policy 


The current rent board 


director, Roger Lipson, notes 
that a shift in the committment 
of the selectmen“‘could be very 
detrimental to us. I see other 
communities where politics has 
been a big problem in the 
successful operation of rent 
control. If the selectmen were 
not pre-disposed to rent control, 
we could be in trouble.” 

Lipson adds that the present 
selectmen have regularly 


increased both staffing and. 


funding of the rent board, 
operation, to the point that it, 
alone of bodies of its type, has 
begun seeking out violations like 


, Brookline Selectman candidate Haskell A. Kassler 


this week. 

The selectmen’s election has 
attracted special attention by 
providing a clear-out 
referendum on major new 
policies that have come to 
Brookline in the ’70’s. 

These include the inception of 
what has been the most active 
and efficient rent control board 
in the Commonwealth; adoption 
of strict and innovative anti- 
land speculation zoning laws; 
and increasing neighborhood 
participation in government. 

Although selectmen do not set 
general policy,, they do control 
the administration to key civic 
boards. The selectmen’s election 
has taken on particular drama, 
then, because of its clear choice 
— and the fact that the winner 
will decide whether the board’s 
majority will be liberal or 
conservative. 

Incumbent Haskell A. 
Kassler, a 38-year-old liberal 
lawyer, seeks his second term in 
the $2500 a year post. He faces 
Edward Novakoff, a middle- 
aged investment consultant in 
his first political bid. Novakoff 
rejects the conservative label 
but bears it nonetheless in the 
popular view. 

Some local history puts the 
election in perspective. 
Despite’s the town’s liberal state 
and national voting record (its 
Congressional district was the 
most overwhelming pro- 
McGovern in the nation), 


Brookline’s Town Hall tended, 


until 1971, to remain a domain 
of conservative Yankee land- 
holders. It is their large South 
Brookline estates that project 
the town’s super-affluent image 
— despite the crowded urban 
neighborhoods like Coolidge 
Corner and Brookline Village 
that in’ reality dominate the 
population. 


The New Majority 


The election of Kassler to the 
board three years ago — a 
campaign that marshalled the 
town’s national-oriented liberals 


statement on rent control. 
Whatever the result of this 
Tuesday’s vote, Brookline rent 
control is not likely to disappear. 
The town has officially 
authorized it for at least another 


. year, and the stabilization it has 
brought to neighborhoods hit by - 


student blockbusting and sky- 
rocketing land values has made 
it generally popular. 
Nonetheless, it remains an issue 
in the current selectmen’s race. 

Novakoff, widely-known as 
the president of the town’s 
largest temple, insists he 
supports rent and real estate 
development controls, but 
clearly has backing from 
landlords and real estate powers 
who have repeatedly introduced 
town meeting warrants to repeal 
the rent system. ‘“Novakoff”’ 
signs appear prominently in the 
windows of real estate brokers 
around Coolidge Corner, and the 
candidate has received financial 
backing from highrise 
developers dismayed by strict 
limitations imposed on highrise 
building by the town meeting 
last December. That “down- 
zoning’’ movement came in 
reaction to 10 years of intensive 
land development around 
Beacon Street that had, in the 
view of many neighborhood 
groups, threatened the town’s 
well-known serenity, strained its 
high-quality civic services, and 
restricted the town’s new 
population to the wealthy who 
could afford luxury high-rise 
rents. 

Novakoff has had public 
support from Robert Cochrane 
and Herbert Abrams, current 
selectmen who opposed both 
down-zoning and rent control. 

Haskell Kassler contends that 
a conservative selectmen’s 
majority, while not killing rent 
control outright, would in effect 
sabotage the system through 
lackluster or pro-landlord 
appointments to the control 
board. The terms of all seven 
rent control board members are 
due to expire in April. 


excessive profits and inadequate 
building maintenance — 
particularly vital since the Town 
Meeting de-emphasized new 
building construction in favor of 
rehabilitation of older housing. 
The rent board, at the urging of 
the selectmen, has also banned 
evictions that permit a landlord 
to convert his apartments to. 
condominiums. The con- 
dominium in Brookline had 
become a common rent control 
dodge that also tended to 
remove moderate-income 
housing from the market. 


Other Appointments 


Other key appointments will 
also be made by the new Board 
of Selectmen. These include four 
vacancies on the five-member 
Planning Board — a panel very 
much discredited last December 
when neighborhood groups 
ignored its advice during the 
down-zoning movement and 
pushed through both height and 
density limits on new 
construction. The town is one of 
few in the nation to have 
controls on population density. 
The Planning Board has 
traditionally encouraged high- 
rise, high-income construction 
and will have to play a very 
different role if the town is to be 
successful in its newly-stated 


priority of preserving its working- 


class and middle-class 
neighborhoods. 

Selectmen will aslo be making 
appointments to the town’s 
Conservation Commission — 
which helped establish an 
innovative and profitable waste 
recycling program — and a 
newly-created Department of 
Transportation, which will 
consider measures like 
converting Coolidge Corner into 
a pedestrian mall. 

Candidate Novakoff has 
expressed support for the town’s 
new zoning controls — but that 
support does not extend to his 
own backyard. He has fought

Gay Day at the State House 


By Jack Armstrong 

“Hell, there are so many 
‘faggots and dykes floatin’ 
around here today,” muttered 
one veteran State House 
employee, “that’s it’s hard to 
tell who’s queer and who’s 
normal.” 

And ironically, his 
observation pretty well summed 
up the impression about 200 gay 
people were trying to make 
Wednesday when they jammed 
into Gardner Auditorium to 
coax and cajole the legislative 
commerce and labor committee 
into supporting gay rights bills 
that 
discrimination against gays in 
getting jobs and housing. 

' Repeatedly during the two- 
hour hearing gay speakers 
pounded home the revolutionary 
(for some) idea that gay people 
are as “normal” as any normal 
rson, and that the Bill of 
ights was designed to protect 
all United States citizens — 
even faggots and dykes. 
Which Morality? | 

‘‘The morality of 
homosexuality is not on trial 
here today,” said Robert Dow, 
president of the .Homophile 
Union of Boston. “But the 
morality of discrimination is on 
trial.” 

As to the verdict that will be 
returned by the jury of 
legislators on the commerce and 
labor committee, Committee 
Chairman Allen McKinnon of 
South Weymouth was hedgingly 
optimistic about Committee 
approval of the bills. 

“T don’t have any problems 
myself with (approving) the 
bills,” he said after the hearing. 
“But some of the Committee 
members have a lot of problems 
with something like this.”

would prohibit: 


civil rights bills, Sen. McKinnon 
added, “I’d venture to say that 
we will finally report these bills 
out favorably like we did last 
year. The Committee vote will 
probably be split almost 50-50.” 

He was less optimistic about 
the chances for passage of the 
bills once they leave his 
committee. He hinted strongly 
that the bills will meet the sare 
fate they met last year — thatis, 
legislators will literally laugh 
the bills off the floor. 

But the bills’ supporters — an 
amalgam broad enough to 
include the American Historical 
Association and a band of 
Lutheran ministers — would not 
be particularly surprised if the 
bills were defeated. 

Dow himself has said he 
believes it make take five years 
or more to secure full civil rights 
for gay people. 

But none of the supporters 
would call Wednesday’s effort 
wasted.

It came as Richard Penny, a 
former Tewksbury school 


teacher, told how he had been 


shunted from job to job, and 
how he had even been cast out of 
the Park Street Church when his 
gay tendancies were discovered. 


He said he sympathized with 
the political pressures the 
committee members faced in 
voting on gay rights bill. 


Looking each member 
squarely in the eye, he said, ‘‘No 
one wants to jump over the fence 
alone. No one wants to do 
anything.”

Lobby

For Americans, it’s somehow 
unpatriotic to die. In a country 
that markets death on children’s 
TV and budgets millions for 
overseas slaughter, the actual 


_act of death and its prelude and 


aftermath, strangely enough, 
have been kept under wraps. 
While sexuality and corruption 
have become legitimate 
national pastimes, death, just as 
natural to the human condition, 
remains a reality only for 
filmmakers, psychopaths, 
Pentagon planners, cowboys and 
undertakers — the specialists. 
Even some of those who know 
most about it have been least 
able to accept its inevitability. 
Physicians, with one eye on their 
Hippocratic oath and the other 
on malpractice premiums, have 


_ had no choice but to avoid death 


for their patients at all costs. 
They have kept the terminally 
ill alive on miracle drugs, 
machines or dubious body 
replacement parts — or, if not, 
they’ve kept quiet about it. For 
sure, isolated support services 
for the death-bedridden have 
been developed, like Project 
Omega at Massachusetts 
General Hospital to deal with 
their anxieties and problems, or 
esoteric treatments like 


' lobotomy to alleviate their 


physical pain. But mainline 
medical attention has gone 


‘towards prolonging life rather 


than letting it go. 

Despite pressure to pretend 
they are very much alive and 
intend to stay that way, the 
dying often are more accepting 
of death than are their 
caretakers. ‘“‘Many old people do 
not consider death as an 
unmitigated disaster,” explains 
Lou Lowy, a Boston University 


professor who has written 
extensively on aging and death. 
“They are afraid not so much of 
that, as of dying alone or dying 
with indignity. They want to die 
as painlessly as possible. Many 
are more afraid of the agony of 
dying than of death itself.” 


The Living Will 


In a preliminary attempt to 
restore- dignity to dying, 
Massachusetts House of 
Representatives Assistant 
Minority Leader John Ames (R- 
Easton) has sponsored a bill this 
session that would legalize the 
living will, a document 
permitting physicians to allow 


terminally ill patients to die 


naturally, : 

‘Addressed to the person’s 
family, physician, clergyman 
and lawyer, the living will reads: 

“If the time comes when I am 
no longer able to indicate my 
desires, I wish this statement to 
stand as the testament of my 
wishes. 

“If there is no reasonable 
expectation of my recovery from 
physical or mental disability, as 
certified by two physicians, I; 
ag , request that I be allowed 
to die and not be kept alive by 
artificial means or heroic 
measures. I value life and the 
dignity of life, so that I am not 
asking that my life be directly 
taken, but that my dying not be 
unreasonably prolonged, nor the 
dignity of life destroyed. 

“This request is made, after 
careful reflection, while I am in 
good health and spirits. I 
recognize that it places a heavy 
burden of responsibility upon 
you, and it is with the intention 
of sharing this responsibility 
that this statement is made.” 


As conceived by Ames and 
Republican co-sponsors Nils 
Nordberg (Reading), Barbara 
Gray (Framingham), Ann 
Gannett (Wayland) and Vernon 
Farnsworth (Longmeadow), the 
legislation is purposely vague, 
giving no precise medical 
guidelines as to when 
maintenance treatment should 
be withdrawn. “We wanted to 
be very careful to recognize the 
subjective nature of the issue,” 
said Ames during an interview 
also attended by Nordberg and 


' Republican House Counsel 


Charles Forman. “It can’t be 
treated impersonally and 
objectively. It is not an issue 
that lends itself to criteria. The 
biggest mistake we could have 
made is to depersonalize it.” 
Fully aware of the bill’s 
potential for unpopularity, its 
likelihood of being 
misunderstood and its profound 
moral implications, the 
legislators are softpedallipg 
publicity. When approached, 
however, they are unusually 
solicitous and pay special heed 
to emphasizing that they azz in 
no way advocating mercy 
killing. Nor did they mean for 


the living will to apply to any. 


but those very close to death. 


The legislature’s Judiciary . 


Commiteee will hold a hearing 


on the living will bill March 12. 


Preparing the ground carefully 
on all fronts, Ames has arranged 
for a private showing this week 
of the ABC-TV hour-long 
special “The Right to Die’’ for 
Committee members. 

Overtures to other legislators 
present more a problem, and 
Ames foresees two possible 
responses: “Don’t talke to me. 
You’re killing people” (from 


much of the House); or, “Don’t 
talk to me for a lot of other 
reasons.’’ Neither is he 
optimistic about the final vote. 
“Floor debate,” he said, “does 
not lend itself to enlightened 
discussion.” 

A polite feeler to Cardinal 
Humberto Medeiros, an 
anticipated foe, elicited an 
admonishment for attempting 
“to erode the moral fibre of 
society in the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts.” 

The Cardinal acknowledged 


‘by letter that the living will bill 


is in some senses little more than 
a codification of a principle with 
which he agreed — in his words, 
that “no one is obliged to take 
extraordinary and/or heroic 
measures to sustain and 
maintain his life.”” This is much 
the same stand as Pope Pius XII 
took back in 1957 in a major 
address to an _ international 
congress of anesthesiologists. 
Lest there was any doubt, Pius 
even ventured then that the 
physicians need not use any but 
“ordinary means — according to 
circumstances of persons, 
places, times, and cultures...” to 
treat “hopeless cases.” 


On the other hand, Medeiros . 


suggested, the passage of the bill 
might be taken to mean that one 
person could decide for another 
the time and circumstances of 
his death, or “a return to jungle 
civilization where only the 
strong survive and the weak are 
exploited and destroyed.” It is a 
“foot in the door,”’ he wrote, for 
subsequent legislation 
authorizing “the positive act to 
terminate innocent human life.”

The argument. deserves 
attention. While no one in the 
Commonwealth would dare 
promote euthanasia at present, 
the Euthanasia Educational 
Council in New York has 
conceived of two possible living 
wills more far reaching than the 
Massachusetts model that 
indeed might be introduced in 
the future, according: to the 
Council’s lawyer, Sidney Rosoff. 
One, as detailed in a bill filed in

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Saigon Cabinet Reshuffle— 


By Ngo Vinh Long 
Last week much publicity was 
given to the so-called Saigon 
Cabinet Reshuffle. Many 
American newspapers saw it as 
an attempt on the part of 
Thieu’s regime to shape up. 
Many others interpreted it as a 
drive against top-level official 
corruption. The New York 
Times quoted Hoang Duc Nha, 
Thieu’s most trusted adviser 
and Minister of Information in 
the new Cabinet, in its February 
19, 1974 issue as saying that the 
aim behind the formation of the 
new Cabinet was the 
improvement of the Thieu 
regime’s efficiency. 

In reality, however, the 
reshuffling is but only an old 
trick to fool the American public 
— and nobody else — in the 
attempt to woo more U.S. 
military and economic aid. 
Besides the fact that more 
American-trained officials have 
been promoted to the ranks of 
ministers and that those who are 
already at the ministerial level 
have been given more power, the 
“new” cabinet is composed of 
people who have, without any 
exception, a long history of 
corruption and misman- 
agement. This is clear if 
we look at the case of the present 
deputy premier, Dr. Pham 
Quang Dan, who, according to 
the Feb. 19, 1974 Washington 
Post is heading the superagency 
to run the “grass root”’ programs 
for social welfare, land 
reclamation and hamlet 
establishment. 


Before he was promoted to the 
present deputy premiership, 
Dan in effect had been doing the 
same thing for years as chair- 
man of the “Interministerial 
Committee for Relief, 
Resettlement, and Return to 
Villages of War Victims” and as 
High Commissioner of the 
“Develop Virgin Land and 


Construct Hamlets Program.” 


In fact, ever since the arrival of 
the American forces in Vietnam, 
Dan has been put in charge of 
the refugee problem. In this 
capacity, he has carried out 
persistent and systematic 


relocation and transfer of the 
rural population and of refugees 
in an attempt to deny peasant 
support to the NLF and also to 
provide buffer zones for Saigon- 
controlled areas. 

Since the signing of the Paris 
agreements, the transfer of 
refugees has been especially 
active. Following are but a few 
examples: According to the 
March 22, 1973 New York 
Times, the Saigon regime 
disclosed that it had begun to 
move 100,000 of a planned 
660,000 persons from the central 
provinces (which are considered. 
areas where an NLF offensive 
against Saigon would have to go 
through). On July 5, 1973, the 
New York Times again reported 
that more than 160,000 
Vietnamese were to be resettled 


in the month of.July alone,. 


which is at least 30,000 persons 
more than the total number of 
people resettled during the first 
six months of 1972. 


In an attempt to grab more, 
land, the government sent most 
of these people to devastated 
and unsettled areas that had 
been conceded to the Provisional 
Revolutionary Government 
(PRG) for years. All this has 
been done under the guise of the 
“Program to Improve the Life of 
Anti-Communist Refugees” and 
the “Develop Virgin Land and 
Construct Hamlets Program.” 
Not only do all these activities 
violate the terms of the Paris. 
agreements, but they have also 
exposed the peasants to all kinds 
of danger and suffering. 


First of all, the countryside is 


infested with unexploded mines 
and other munitions. According 
to the Hearings before the 
Subcommittee to Investigate 
Problems Connected with 
Refugees and Escapees of the 
Senate Committee on the 
Judiciary (August 1, 1973, p. 
42), there are ‘“‘over 400 to 600 
million tons of live ammunition 
in the fields” in South Vietnam. 
This is the equivalent of 80,000 
pounds for each South 
Vietnamese man, woman and 
child. 


Refugees who have been 
transferred or resettled are often 
left to hunger and starvation on 
the new sites. Often they do not 
have housing. This is because 
Dan’s committee and his staff in 
the field steal all the aid — food, 


The situation confronting 
refugees of minority background 
has been even worse. For 
example, as reported in the 
October 25, 1973 issue of Dien, 
Tin, another Saigon daily, the 
Hre hi ers who had been

money and building materials — 
that are supposed to go to these 
victims. Even peasants who 
have been transferred to the 
geographically favorable 


province of Tay Ninh are so a; 


hungry that they have had to go 
up to the mountains to dig roots; 
and when there is not enough of 
this food to go around, they 
starve. This situation has been 
documented in detail in an 
investigation serialized in the 


November 1 to 20, 1973 issues of ~~ 


Dai Dan Toc, a Saigon daily. 
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resettled in Quang Ngai 
province were so hungry that 
many of them had to eat dirt. 
Many of them died, and the 
newspaper warned that unless 
the government helped these 
people immediately, they would 
all die of starvation. 

But as Dien Tin stated in its 
November 20, 1973 issue; the 
Saigon regime must have 
refugees in order to obtain aid 


money from the United States. . 


The newspaper reported that 
about 90 percent of the aid to 
refugees, amounting to “several 
tens of billion of piasters each 
year,” has been siphoned off. 
Phan Quang Dan, as chief of the 


whole “Relief, Resettlement and ° 


Return to Village Program” and 
as Commissioner of the 
“Develop Virgin Land and 
Construct Hamlets Program,” 
has been accused many times in. 
Saigon papers of taking part in 
the stealing of funds earmarked _ 


for the refugees and of sharing 
the spoils on all kinds of shady 
undertakings. The accusations 
are usually very specific, and 
Dan’s answers to them are 
usually ludicrous. One of the 
latest examples of this is the 
accusation by Deputy Nguyen 
Minh Dang and Deputy Ho Van 
Xuan at a hearing in the Saigon 
Lower House, as reported in the 
November 1, 1973 issue of Dai 
Dan Toc. The generals and 
colonels appointed by Dan 
connived with local authorities 
to steal money from the 
programs. All the good land 
granted by Dan’s office in Long 
Khanh province has been 
parceled out to powerful friends. 
Only worthless land is left for 
the poor people. As far as 
clearing virgin land is 
concerned, although the 
unemployed inhabitants of Long 
Khanh province bid to clear the 
land for 35,000 piasters per 
hectare, Dan instead granted 
‘monopoly rights to the Vecco 
Company which charged 90,000 
piasters for clearing each 
hectare. As far as the timber and 
other things taken from the land 
during clearing is concerned, 
Dan had allowed trucks to come 
and take everything away for 
sale. The local inhabitants were 
not allowed to use anything. The 
money from the sale of these 
commodities had not been put 
into the official fund but went 
into the pockets of the officials 
connected. with the program. 
The chief of the office of social 
welfare of the province for 
example, got nine million 
piasters in this manner. 

A second case involved a 
certain Catholic priest in Khanh 
Hoa province who used 120 
million piasters to buy 1,200 
hectares of land (which turned 
out to be usurped land in the 
first place) to give it to Dan’s 
office on the condition that the 
priest would be given monopoly 


rights for all the work contracts _ 


given out by Dan’s office for the 
province, The priest could then 
lease his rights out to sub- 
contractors. 
Money for the ‘Develop 
Virgin Land and Construct 
Hamlets Program” had been 
used to furnish Dan’s own home 
and offices and also offices of his 
underlings in the provinces. For 
example half a million piasters 
was used for utilities on Dan’s 
own ~-house on Phung Khac 
Khoan Street in Saigon for 1973 
alone, 10 million to furnish his 
office on Hai Ba Trung Street,

The Chairman of the Bar, in a 
three piece suit, stood way back 
in the chairman’s place, back as 
far as you can get from the street 
without being in the kitchen.

Which 
she did:

It’s a straight and narrow 
little place. In through the 
grated door and straight back to 
the kitchen, booths to the left, 
bar to the right, and that’s it.

He lifted his glass, 
tossed off the vodka, placed the 
glass down, and smacked his lips 
once quietly. 

“Make it gin now, Florence, 
for me,” said the Chairman. 
And the regulars stirred a little 
on their stools because the time 
had come for the first essay of 
the day, not counting How’s the 


family’s? and Where ya been’s? 


and such. 

“Gin and cranberry juice? 
Sure.’’ Florence served the 
Chairman and shook herself up 
a coffee brandy and milk and 
went back to marking 
sandwich 
- Well the Chairman mulled his 
new glass around on the bar for a 
few moments, making rings of 
wet, and building the suspense, 
and testing out the atmosphere. 
Then he reeched over and 
picked up a glove of the nearer 
regular and put it on his left 
hand. A black leather glove it 
was, fur-lined, a Christmas

across his chest and studied the.

Brothers ad. 

And then, softly, so as not to 
include the casuals, he said: 
“You know — I don’t like gloves. 
Just don’t like the feel of a glove 
on my hand.” The two supers 
nodded and murmured because 
they could see the logic in that. 


’ “Matter of fact,” said the 
Chairman of the Bar peeling off 
the glove one finger at a time, “‘I 
don’t like the feel of anything on 
my hands.” 

The supers questioned that 
with their eyebrows. 

“Jewelry. Rings. Don’t even 
wear a college ring. I don’t even 
have. a wedding ring to my 
name.”’ He splayed his fingers in 
proof. 

“I’m not much for jewelry,” 
the further super said. 

“The only piece of jewelry, 
hand jewelry, that I ever wear,” 
continued the Chairman, “is 
this watch.” And he pulled his 
cuff back to expose his watch. 
“But this I wear all the time.” 


“Oh, me too. I have a watch,” 


the further super said checking 
the time.” 

“Not me,” said the nearer 
super, who wore a plain gold 
wedding band. “I don’t ever 


wear a watch. Wouldn’t have a 
watch. 

“Finest watch I ever had,” the 
Chairman went on.

“No. It’s a Benrus. Got it ten, 
maybe twelve years ago, not far 
from here. Bought this watch 
from a guy in a gin mill just the 
street.

“Fifffteeen dollars!” 

“Fifteen dollars. Benrus. 
Worn it every day since. This 
guy came in, place just up the 
street from here, needed some 
moriey. He’d gotten this watch 
from his wife, a present. She 
must have paid well over a 
hundred for it.”

‘““Guy needed the money.

and 60 million piasters on the 
offices at ten provincial 
locations. On a recent trip to 
Hue city, Dan observed that the 
office of his friend the provincial 


- chief was not up-to-date, so he 


gave him four million piasters 
from the funds that are 
supposed to go to construct 
hamlets for the refugees. 

Dan never attempted to 
answer all the charges but his 
answers to some of them are, 
quite interesting. For example, 
he said that the repair of the 
provincial chief’s office fell into 
the flood relief category. 
Besides, he argued, since the 
money came from the U.S. 
embassy and American clubs 
such as the Lions Club anyway, 
why should his critics care one 
way or another? As for the 
granting of monopoly rights to 
the Vecco Company, according 
to Dan, that was in order to get 
this company to put to use the 
equipment it had been sold by 
the American construction 
company RMK/BRJ so that the 
equipment would not get rusty. 
As far as the high payment to 
the company was concerned, 
that was for the company’s 
equipment. In the case of the 
timber, Dan said that the 
contractor had no use for it 
anyway. Finally, in answering 
the charge that he had used 
public funds for furnishing his 
own home, Dan said that he also 
used his home as an office 
(probably a leaf from Nixon’s 
book!). 

Perhaps one of the most 
unforgettable statements “of 
Dan’s is the one he made 
recently after a tour of the 
central provinces to assess. the 
flood damage there. Deputy 
Kieu Mong Thu reported in her 
article published in the 


— needed U. S. aid money. 


November 19, 1973 issue of Dai 
Dan Toc that Hurricane Sarah 
swept through the ten central 
provinces, ‘“‘immersing the 
central provinces under a sea of 
water, killing thousands of 
people, destroying and washing 
away tens of thousands of 
homes, wiping out unknown 
quantities of crops, and leaving 
close to half of the population 
homeless, hungry, suffering 
under the cold winds and rain.” 


As reported in the November 
29 and 30 issues of Dien Tin, 
even the office of the 
commander of Military Region I 
had to admit that tens of 
thousands of homes had been 
razed, hundreds of people had 
been killed and over 70,000 
persons had evacuated. In fact, 
the flood waters rose to seven 
meters in some places and three 
meters on the average in many 
areas. In spite of this, after a 
short tour of the central 
provinces as the chairman of the 


national relief committee, Dan 
announced matter-of-factly, 
“The damage is very light, very 
insignificant” (quoted in Dien 
Tin, November 29, 1973). But 
there is a reason behind this 
statement. For, as reported by 
Deputy Kieu Mong Thu in the 
article quoted above, ‘Most of 
the money for the flood victims 
has been used to buy carpets, 
beds, ‘furniture, and office 
furnishings for the officials 


involved.” 


There is no doubt that with 
his promotion as deputy premier, 
overseeing the same programs, 
Dan’s power is further enhanced 
and that he will be more 

“efficient” (to use Hoang Duc 
Nha’s term) in doing what he 
had been doing all along. 
Americans who justify 
continued aid to the Thieu 
regime as “humanitarian aid” 
should keep in mind the high 
price that the Vietnamese and 
the American people have to pay 
because of such aid.

It is a deceptively simple, 
almost routine process. First, 
the prisoner is strapped to a 
table. His jaws are forcibly 
separated, a wooden board 
clamped between the teeth. A 
greased thick rubber tube, about 
four feet in length, is then 
passed through a hole in the 
board and shoved down his 
throat in the general direction of 
the stomach. Water is passed 
down the tube. If the prisoner 
begins to choke or lose breath, 
‘the tube is withdrawn having 
gone into a lung by mistake (or 
design). Another attempt is 
made. When it has finally been 
determined that the tube has in 
fact reached the stomach, a pint 
of liquid food is poured into the 
tube through a funnel. The 
stomach distends, bloats as the 
liquid enters, slowly deflates as 
it passes through the system.- 
The prisoner is held in position 
for a further 15 minutes to 
prevent the liquid from being 
thrown up. ; 

A simple process — takes no 
more than 20 minutes on a good 
day. For a technological age, the 
technology of force-feeding is 
simple. 


For the past 91 days the 
British government has forcibly 
fed four young people from the 
North of Ireland. The four, 
Dolours Price, her sister Marion, 
Hugh Feeney and Gerald Kelly, 
average age 21, were convicted 
at Winchester, England, on 
November 15, 1973, for their 
part in a Provisional I.R.A. 
bombing campaign in London. 

The bombings in question 
took place in March, 1973, and 
marked for the first time the 
spread of the violence in 
Northern Ireland to a British 
metropolis. Much property was 
damaged, and a number of 
civilians injured, some seriously. 
Eachof the four was sentenced to 
life inprisonment plus 20 years.

At sentencing the Winchester 
four, as they are now known, 
made one demand: either they 
be accorded political status as 
prisoners or be returned to 
Northern Ireland to serve out 
their sentences. (There is 
abundant precedent for the 
latter — at least 15 persons 
convicted of sectarian crimes in 
Northern Ireland requested and 
received transfers to English 
prisons.) 

This demand was denied. So, 
on November 15, 1973 the four 
went on a hunger strike and 
vowed to continue until either 
their demand was met or until 
death. 

Since December 4 they have 
been subjected to force-feeding. 


As the British Home Secretary, 
Robert Carr put it in the House 


of Commons on January 30: 


“The method may be nealy 
intolerable but it is not «- 
intolerable as death.” 


Because of their designation 


_as Grade A secruity risks, 


Dolours and Marion Price are 
interned at Brixton all-male 
prison. Marion is allowed two 
visits a month because she is an 
under-aged prisoner; Dolours 
gets one visit. Although they 
may write to their parents, all 
letters are censored and there 
are delays of up to three weeks in 
delivery. The parents have 
forwarded extracts of their 


-daughters’ letters to the 


Association for Legal Justice in 
Belfast and given permission for 
their reproduction. Dolours 


writes: 


““’. . Christmas will be over by 
the time this reaches you and I’ll 


be only too glad to see it over. 
You know how weepy I get at 
Christmas at the best of times 
and that was when I thinking 
other people in prison. Can you 
just see the tears now that I’m 
in’ myself — I’ll be swimming 
out of thye cell on Christmas 
morning! Not really. I’ve 
decided that it’s time I stopped 
being the ’softy’ in the family. 
Besides Marion puts me to 
shame .. . We suffer as much 
when an innocent person dies as 
when our comrades and friends 
die. We were just thinking of 
Bryson the other day and big 
Mundo O’Rawe. It’s hard to 
and that was when I was 
thinking of other people in 
prison. Can you just see tears 
now that I’m ‘in’ myself — I'll be 
swimming out of the cell on 
Christmas morning!

Apparently 
when she chokes the doctor’s 
hand prevents her from 
throwing up and she had already 
told you the comment to her 
complaint. I can only assume 
that this is intentional — 
CHOKE OR SWALLOW. 


“Well you know me. They can 
walk on me, shove tubes down 
me but if one hair on my baby 


-sister’s head is hurt, then I get 


very angry and upset and the 
result is, I complain to you. So, 
don’t blame me for these letters. 
I’m not entirely responsible for 
the contents. Marion is more 
often than not sicker than 
myself after the feeds... . I 
know that I don’t want that stuff 
forced down me and while I’m 
not in a position to offer physical 
resistance, that’s not to say that 
I cannot mentally resist and 
reject the whole horrible 
happening. Even now at the 
very thought of it, I shudder all 
over. I notice that while I’m 
having it I shudder all the time 
which is something new. It feels 
as if my whole inside is turning, 
if you see what I mean.”’ 


A month ago Bernadette 
McAliskey (nee Devlin), the 
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Jim Grant and Charles Parker. 
The three were convicted on 
July 15, 1972, allegedly -for 
burning down a stables four 
years earlier.

Singer Frank Sinatra, once a 


financial supporter of liberal 
causes, gave a reported $50,000 
to the Nixon campaign in 1972. 

The latest financial reports, 
however, indicate that Sinatra is 
swinging even further to the 
right: year-end reports filed by 
governor George Wallace show 
that Wallace received a $500 
donation from Sinatra last year. 

In the early 1950’s, Sinatra 
had been an outspoken critic of 
the tactics of Senator Joseph 
McCarthy, and vigorously 
opposed the “blacklisting” of 
Hollywood screen writers who 
had been labeled as

scabs and sores infect their 
mouths. 


Gerard Kelly is held at) 
Wormwood Scrubs, Hugh 
Feeney at Gartree. Both refuse 
to wear prison clothes. Both are 
naked — have been naked since 
November 15, 1973, denied even 
a blanket or a towel. Both are in 
solitary confinement. Both are 
denied exercise facilities. Both 
are denied visitation rights 
because of their refusal to wear 
prison garb. No relative or friend 
has seem them since the 
beginning of their hunger strike. 

In a letter written January 1, 
1974 but not received by his 
parents until January 23, 


Feeney describes his plight: 

“Today, 1st January 1974, I 
was once again force-fed and 
once again I was sick. I’m fed 
twice daily, Monday to 
Saturday but not on Sunday. 
The first approach at Gartree 
was psychological. Force was 
used and after I was 
violently sick, it was explained 
me by the doctor (IRISH) that 
he could be a lot tougher. He 
also forbade me tobacco. | 
refused an injection but was 
given against my will to 
determine my appetite...” 

Gerard Kelly writes: 

“‘I had the king of all 
headaches yesterday. I’ve never 
experienced anything like it in 
my life but from what I’m told 
it’s something to do with lack of 
vitamins and not to worry 
because alcoholics get it all the 
time. Not that I’m a drunkard 
like but alcoholics don’t eat 
much either. I’m round 9 1/2 
stone (133 lbs.) so I’m doing 
O.K. I hear poor old Hughie is 
only about 8 1/2 stone (119 lbs.). 
Send him a few feathers and 
he’ll fly out ha! ha!” 


There is no way the London 
bombing campaign can be 
condoned. The random assault 
on innocent civilians was as’ 
heinous as the U.S. air- 
bombings of population centers 
in Hanoi. That Dolours and 
Marion Price, Hugh Feeney and 
Gerald Kelly regarded such

bombing as a legitimate. 


revolutionary act is neither 
excuse nor justification for the 
dead. But it must be 
remembered that they are in the 


true sense of the words, children’ 


of violence. Born into a society 
that has savagely and 
systematically discriminated 


religious beliefs, they came to 
adolescence amid the shattering 
sectarian violence of Burntollet, 
the dark-night assassination 
squads of Belfast, the blood-cold 
murders of Derry. Arson, 
torture, bombings, terror 
internment and random death — 
have been their daily staple for 
five years. They are not to blame 
for either the circumstances of 
their society, or for how that 
warped society has shaped their 
minds and personalities. _ 


They seek neither clemency 
nor amnesty, merely political 
status as prisoners or a transfer 
to penal institutions in the 
North of Ireland. Until that 
demand is met, their hunger 
strike will continue — and the 
forced feeding. 


- Back in 1909, a Ms. Leigh was 
among the first of the British 
suffragettes to be forcibly fed. In 
a leading editorial at the time 
the then Manchester Guardian 
declared that forced-feeding 
could be only ‘‘properly 
described as torture.’’ As 
recently as 1972 when the white 
supremist government of Ian 
Smith in Rhodesia imprisoned 
and forcibly fed Judith Todd for 
a week, a storm of moral outrage 
broke loose in Britain. 


And now? The voices are 
mute. But then the British are 
dealing with . . . well. . . with 
the mere Irish. 
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Dead 
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physician to induce death on the 
patient’s request; the other can 
be drawn up by a parent, spouse 
or the nearest living relative for 
a person near death or wholly 
incapacitated. 

Rosoff defends all three living 
wills by saying, “In some cases, 
death may be normal and the 
right thing. The continuation of 
the dying process may not be 
fair to the patient, the relative, 
the medical institution or the 
society” — the classic case for 
euthanasia. 

Again, the Massachusetts bill 
by no means puts the interests of 
the relatives, medical 
institutions and society on a par 
with the individuals’, but still it 
suffers from its lack of precision. 
No longer able to indicate one’s 
desires? What does that mean? 
How physically or mentally 


. disabled must a person be? 


Could the living will be invoked 
for a senile senior citizen who 
happened to contract 
pneumonia? Could it be used to 
accelerate death for a. younger 
accident victim with massive 
brain damage? How about a 
chronic schizophrenic who 
needed an expensive operation? 
Clearly, Ames, Nordberg and 
the rest intend only the most 


humanitarian of interpretations, 
but in instances where the 
relatives were hardput 
financially or simply weren't 
around, one (wo)man’s 
humanitarianism might be 
another’s excuse. 

Psychosocial Euthanasia 

“We just going to live as long 
as the good Lord keeps us. We 
once born. We once die. There 
can’t be no different ways.” 

The philosopher is a wizened 
87-year-old Latvian immigrant, 
known for taking unauthorized 
leaps out of bed despite a 
missing leg. She is one of many 

atients at the Forest Hills 

ursing Home interviewed 
about the living will. Like 
others, her response was wide 
and in some ways contradictory. 
Like others, she was preoccupied 
with financial problems, with 
“sickness and soreness” and 
with the burden she represented 
to her family. Like others, she 
perceived the living will as a 
threat or a promise to relieve her 
suffering. After some thought, 
she decided she would want to 
stay alive as long as possible “‘so 
doctors and nurses can practice 
on me.” 

Her head bent so low to the 
covers that a visitor had to 
crouch to look her in the face, 
she ended the conversation by 
saying, “People have no pity on 
each other any more. The longer 
you live, the more you’re gonna 
see that, because people are 


getting greedy for their own 
selves.” . 

A 99-year-old Swede, a 
onetime housemaid who had 
outlived both husband and son, 
sat solidly in the rocker from 
which she rarely moved. Even 
after careful explanation, she, 
too interpreted the living will as 
mercy killing. 

“I’m so ald,” she finally 
blurted out. “I should have been 
dead at 75. What fun is it? I 
can’t read the newspaper. I can’t 
see. I can’t walk. I haven’t been 
outside the door for fifteen 
years. What fun is it?” 

Later, though, she confided 
that a hospital visit three years 


before for a stomach operation - 


had been a happier time. She 
was proud that at her advanced 
age she had pulled through. 
More important, “The doctors 
used to come every afternoon 
and visit you and talk to you, 
and that’s something you like.” 
A 71-year-old former pleasure 
cruise operator, who has by now 
had part of his stomach and 
bladder removed, is partially 
paralyzed from stroke and has 
been bedridden since 1963, gave 
this account of his feelings. “I'd 
want to be kept going. In the 
first place, my religion 
(Catholic) doesn’t allow your 
taking your own life. Of course, 
there is a normal letdown. There 
are times when you do run into 
difficulty, but I feel it’s better to 
overlook it and go along with 
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things. I’m in no position to find 
fault. I’m stone broke.” 

If these people grasped the 
concept of the living will at all, 
their opinions seemed to come 
less from an intellectual 
appreciation of the issues than 
from their own insecurity as old 
people living in a nursing home 
in contemporary America. Their 
assumption that the living will 
was tantamount to active 


euthanasia — and their lack of ~ 


shock at the prospect — seemed 
to indicate that they had picked 
up subliminal vibrations long 
ago that they might as well be 
dead. For them, it didn’t matter 
anyway. In effect, their lives 
already had been devalued, 
stripped of status and human 
interaction — a psychosocial if 
not a physical euthanasia. 
Somehow it all seemed to 
suggest that the latter was not 
far behind. 


Death With a Difference 


Distinct from those who, for 
whatever reasons, mistake the 
living will for mercy killing are 
its passionate though by and 
large anonymous defenders. 
When. Oregon’s governor Tom 
McCall a few years back filed 
legislation similar to that 
pending in Massachusetts, he 
received a flood of mail later 
analyzed in the trade journal 
The Gerontologist. Of the 501 
responses from all over the 
United States, 59.9 percent 
agreed with McCall that there 
should be living wills, 32.5 
percent disagreed and 7.6 
percent wanted more 
information. Among the elderly 
who wrote, some 79 percent 
favored the living will. 

Since Ames and Nordberg 
have not yet gone public in any 
systematic way, feedback here 
has been limited. So far they 
have received only a few 
unsolicited letters, all 
congratulatory. One, typically 
from an older person who had 
survived her husband’s 
drawnout death from cancer 
over an eight-year span, praised 
the surgeon who had refused to 
perform the 14th in a series of 
operations and allowed him 
finally to die. 

“When I am tapped on the 
shoulder and it’s my time to go 
and I am trying to die,” she 
concluded, “I do not wish to be 
encumbered with tubes and 
bottles above and below me, 
making my weary body function 
artificially. I’m sure I can face 
death when it approaches head 
on or ‘right on’ as the present 
saying goes...” 

Doctors’ Dilemma 


Perhaps even more than dying 
patients or their families, 
doctors stand to gain from the 
clarifications provided by the 
living will. The American 
Hospital Association 
accordingly last fall included in 
its Patients Bill of Rights the 
right to refuse treatment. The 
American Medical Association, 
far more cautious, referred a 
“Death with Dignity” proposal 
tendered by the Connecticut 
Delegation to its Judicial 
Council, which researched the 
subject in depth. Last 


’ December, the AMA House of 


Delegates adopted the Council’s 
resolution condemning active 
euthanasia but in effect 
endorsing the living will. Still, 
the living will has no legal force 
until the individual states pass 
laws specifically exempting the 
physician from civil or criminal 
diability. 

Even then, doctors might feel 
some reluctance to abide by the 
patient’s request. As explained 
by Edwin Holman, Secretary of 
the AMA Judicial Council, 


* “Doctors have werried as it is for 


the last twenty or thirty years 
about malpractice claims. Both 
by training and because of this 
fear, I would think that the 
physician would lean towards 
prolonging therapy as long as he 


. felt there was.any possibility of 


good coming from it. I think he 
would be inclined not to accept 


the living will unless he was very 
very sure that the patient was 
rational, that this was an 
intellectual rather than an 
emotional decision.” 

The Massachusetts Medical 
Society last week was unable to 
reach unanimity on the -living 
will bill during its meeting on 
state and federal legislation. 
Said John Noonan, the Society’s - 
Legislative Representative, ““We 
do feel that the patient has the 
right to die with dignity. We’ve 
wrestled with the problem of 
how far can you go in keeping a 
person alive who’s just a 
vegetable. With intensive care 
units charging as much as $125 a 
day,this places a great hardship 
on the family. But there’s 
always that fear of opening up 
the door to euthanasia.” 

As yet there have been no 
lawsuits against doctors who 
have abided by living wills, even 
though they have no legal force. 
At some point in the future, 


_ however, the question may be 


resolved at the national level, 
either by legislation or by a 
court case. The decisive test, 
curiously enough, may come 
from the other direction. 
‘“‘Suppose you have an 
individual dying from Hodgkin’s 
disease,” speculated Euthanasia 
Educational Council lawyer 
Rosoff. “‘He suffers cardiac 
arrest. The doctor gets him 
breathing and he dies four days 
later. You could sue the 
physician for causing 
unnecessary pain and 
suffering.” 
Rosoff indicated that the 
Council “‘is not going to pursue”’ 
this possibility, but that does 
not mean that someone else 
can’t. 
Too Bad the Dead Don’t Lobby 


Meanwhile, if the living will 
bill does become law in 
Massachusetts, it will be the 
first of its kind to pass, despite 
many tries elsewhere. Chances 
are, though, that it won’t. The 
Right to Life People, according 
to Scarpato, are concentrating 
all their energies on abortion 
and cannot mount a significant 
lobbying effort: The Cardinal’s 
weight is probably enough to tip 
the cards, however, because this 
time, as distinct from the 
abortion debate, there is no 
counterpart to the feminist 
movement ready to drive home 
other arguments, no Supreme 
Court deus ex machina reprieve 
likely to come, nor even strong 
sentiment one way or the other 
among professional groups. And 
perhaps it is just as well. 

“There are two things that 
will quiet a conversation almost 
entirely,” said a 75-year-old 
volunteer at the Boston Center 
for older Americans, Frank 
Estabrook, when asked about 
his ultimate fate. ‘‘One is 
religion and the other is death.” 

Like religion, however, death 
is enjoying a momentary 
resurrection. There have been 
articles in national periodicals, 
specials on network TV, even 
consciousness-raising organ- 
izations for the terminally ill. 
Living will legislation, too, is 
helping to disinter a subject that 
for too long has been taboo. 

Until death has been aired 
extensively, though, and until 
all of society’s members can be 
assured they will not be 
victimized, the living will in 
whatever form probably shoukl 


—remain no more than an idea. 


Further, the discussion seems 
premature until the pressing 
problems of the high cost of 
health care and the high cost of 
living are solved. 

Frank Manning, the energetic 


_ head of the Legislative Council 


for Older Americans, refused 
even to talk about living wills. 
His aide, Ann Murphy, gave this 
explanation, perhaps the most 
succinct closure for the debate: 
“Our emphasis is much more 
towards finding people better 
ways to live. We’re trying to get 
rid of the stereotype of old 
people sitting around waiting to 
die.”

trusted and then said the 
university would have no 
comment. “As one who has had 
long experience in journalism,” 


he added, “I don’t even see what ~ 


relevance all this could have 
three years after the fact.” 

I contacted Brandeis 
President Marver H. Bernstein, 
a distinguished academic who 
last year came from Princeton to 
take over as the new President of 
Brandeis, and he too refused to 
comment. 

Brandeis was only one of 
many universities, indeed, 
_ probably most universities, to 
have run scared in the student 
activist years of the mid-Sixties 
into the early Seventies. They 
were years to rock any 
institution. And the Junior G- 
Man mentality of most campus 
security patrols commonly led to 
many campus cops acting out 
not only legitimate property 
security and police functions, 
but also into becoming an 
extension of the dark hand of the 
law, becoming quasi-police 
political spies, keeping files on 
students and faculty members 
active politically, using campus 
personnel records to fill out off- 
campus police and FBI dossiers. 
It may well have been the 
conditioning of this procedure, 
extensively practiced at 
Brandeis according to Kennedy, 
that prepared the university 


security men to act as lookouts - 


for the burglary of a professor’s 
office. But again, in the context 
of the time, this willingness was 
probably not as rare as many 
today would like to think — 
although the whole pattern of 
Brandeis’ reaction to radical 
students and the SSIC which 
rather spontaneously 
materialized in its midst was 
hysteria in high-C, an unusually 
unmeasured response that 
probably reflected the 
University’s immaturity, youth 
and relative dependence on a 
limited group of pressure- 
conscious contributors. After the 
Brighton Bank robbery Brandeis 
_ issued a statement that read like 
a plea of not guilty and 
throughout the summer the 
administration had gone 
through a variety of Kafkaesque 
tactic to remove the NSSIC 
activists (irregularly cutting off 
their mail and returning it to 
sender, refusing to place phone 
calls through the University 
switchboard to students on- 
campus involved with the 
NSSIC). In no other major 
university I can think of did the 


administration lean so hard or so 
desperately on radical students 
as at Brandeis in the summer of 
1970. What this contributed to 
the mentality of the 


“Revolutionary Action Force -. 


East,” as the Bond-Saxe-Power 
group called itself, can only be 
left to conjecture, but it 
certainly must have contributed 
a great deal to the mentality of 
the campus “‘security”’ force. 
Shortly after the bank robbery 
furor wound down, a Brandeis 
student who worked as a clerk in 
the security office part time, 
Janet Besso, went to the student 
council to report that the 
campus police kept detailed 
political dossiers on students 
and activist faculty. According 
to Mr. Kennedy, the Security 
Director, Mr. Brooks, merely 
removed the files to his own 
home where they were, said 
Kennedy, maintained at least 
until he was fired (for being 
“intimidating” and keeping a 
close watch on campus political 


activists, he said) the following . 


year. 

Brandeis President Bernstein, 
who gained the emnity of the 
FBI and the gratitude of civil 
libertarian for presiding over the 
first academic critical 
conference on FBI police and 
procedure when he was at 
Princeton’s Woodrow Wilson 
School, might well be the proper 
person to query Mr. Brooks 
about policy changes in that 
area, among other things. He 
might also ask Brooks about a 
cache of $4,000 worth of riot 
equipment that Kennedy said 
Brooks secretly purchased, with 
the approval of Brandeis vice 
president David Skvirsky 
Squire, shortly after the bank 
robbery in the fall of 1970. 
According to Kennedy, who was 
then still second only to Brooks 
on the security force, the 
equipment included 25 helmets 
with face masks, 25 riot vests 
with full torso padding, 25 pairs 
of heavy riot gloves, leather to 
the elbow with lead sewn into 
the palm and along the fingers, 


and 25 special riot clubs with 


batteries that could be used as 
either clubs or electric prods. 
Brooks, said Kennedy, stored 
this equipment in his home 
cellar. 

As one of those whose name 
was on that NSSIC list, this 
reporter might also suggest that 
the Annual Conference of the 
International Association of 
College and University Security 
Directors, which Mr. ‘Brooks is 
hosting at Brandeis this June, 
schedule a seminar on privacy 
and university integrity and 
another perhaps on the FBI. 

And a third, perhaps, on 
common sense and zen 
moderation.

Continued from page 3 —_—— 
stricter gun laws do not show up 
at hearings or write letters. And 
the leadership is particularly 
timid on this issue. 


Both Senate President Kevin : 


Harrington and House Speaker 
David Bartley have expressed 
their “personal” belief in the 
need for stricter gun laws, and in 
fact, Bartley has even gone so far 
as to say that he’d like to see all 
handguns locked up in armories. 
But neither showed up to testify 
at the hearing, and both have 
indicated that they will not try 
to persuade the legislature to see 
things their way, feeling that 
each individual legislator must 
deal with his own constituency 
on this issue. 

The slogan of the day, 
therefore, was that which 
appeared on the stickers worn by 
all the sportsmen: “Stick to your 

s!” 

* Elliot Goodman, the gun 
lobbyist, got a good laugh from 
the crowd by displaying another 
sign, one that, he said, his group 
would pass out free if any of the 
gun confiscation proposals 
became law. It read, ‘This 
-Home Has Surrendered All Its 
Firearms.” 

The next day, that sign was on 
display in the office of Rep. 
Ralph Sirianni of Winthrop, 
House Chairman of the Public 
Safety Committee, and it was 
clear, both from Sirianni’s 
attitude and from the 
committee’s openly hostile 
questioning of Sargent, 
Backman, and Buckley, that the 
stricter gun confiscation 
measures were doomed from the 
beginning. 

Indeed, the gun interests have 
representation on the committee 
membership itself, and don’t 
really need to lobby as hard as 
they do. Sirianni is, himself, a 
licensed handgun owner, and 
three committee members are 
actually members of gun or 
sportsmen:s clubs. 

’ Senator William X. Wall of 
Lawrence belongs to the North 
Andover Rod and Gun Club, 
Rep. George J. Bourque of 
Fitchburg is a member of the 
National Rod and Gun Club, 
and Rep. Angelo Picucci of 
Leominster belongs to the 
Leominster Sportsman Ass’n, 

c. 

But Sirianni resents charges 
by Sheriff Buckley and others 
that the committee is ‘‘owned” 
by the gun lobby. “I don’t 
belong to any of these 
organizations,” he said, “and I 
don’t know any of them. They 
haven’t put any pressure on 
me.” 

Fly Off a Dime 

Sirianni did admit that he 
owns a gun which, he said, he 
uses mostly for protection when 
he’s camping out or hunting. 
“There are a lot of nuts running 
around,” he observed. He also 
noted that his 20-year-old 
daughter is so adept at handling 
a firearm that “she can shoot a 
fly off a dime,” and that her 
husband, coincidentally, is also 
a gun enthusiast and gun club 
member. “Does Backman think 
he can take the guns away from 
all these decent people?’’ 
Sirianni asked. 

If he does, he’s in for a big 
disappointment. Although 
Sirianni said on Wednesday that 
the committee had not yet met 
.to discuss the gun bills following 
the hearing, a staff member of 
the committee disclosed 
privately that the decision on 
which bills to report out 
favorably and which to kill has 
already been made. 

Only three of the 30 proposals, 
apparently, meet with the 
‘ committee’s favor: One that will 
increase the penalties for illegal 
or unauthorized possession of a 
handgun, another that will set 
up a training program for all gun 
owners, and finally, Sirianni’s

own proposal to ban ownership 
of cheap, poorly-made handguns 
with barrels of less than three 
inches and parts that will melt 
down at 900 degrees 


Ironically, the Sirianni_bill,- 


which most of the gun clubs 
endorse, contains no provision 


.for the confiscation of such guns 


already legally owned and 
provides no compensation for 
guns voluntarily turned in. The 
same gun lobbyists who call the 
Sirianni bill ‘‘intelligent 
legislation” criticize the Sargent 
bill for these very failings. 


problem will be resolved by 
amending the bill in committee. 

If these three limited 
measures make it into law this 
year, it would, it seems, be a 
small step in the right direction. 
Police Commr. Robert diGrazia 
said at the hearing, however, 
that if the Sargent bill, banning: 
guns with barrels under five 
inches long, were compromised 
any further, he could no longer

Referendum The Answer 

It’s beginning to look like 
Sheriff Buckley’s initiative 
petition drive, designed to get 
the question of handgun control 
on the 1976 ballot in the form of 
a binding referendum and going 
over the heads of the legislature, 
may be the only way. 

But the hearing, if nothing 
else, was still good for a few 
laughs (although it would have 
been even funnier were the 
subject not so deadly). 

Sen. Joseph Timilty of 
Mattapan, an advocate of gun 
control, quoted a letter from a 
constituent which seems silly 
now, but was an argument 
advanced seriously by the NRA 
not that long ago: ‘‘The 
Commies want you to take away 
all firearms from good 
Americans so that it will be 
easier for them fo take us over 
when they are ready — the 
Russians are at our back door 
right now, off our coast of 
Massachusetts.” 

Sirianni, in arguing for 
stricter laws against gun 
abusers, reiterated his longtime 
support for frequent use of the 
death penalty. “I say what I’ve

always said. Six chairs, no 
waiting,” he said, to the cheers 
of the sportsmen. 

Rep. Roland Orlandi of 
Boston, appearing in support of 
gun control, talked about the old 
days and all the shooting 
galleries in Scollay Square. His 
conclusion: ““The whole city of 
Boston has become a penny 
arcade.” 

Rep. William Saltzman of 
New Bedford urged a return to 
the good old days. “Let’s bring 
back the old-time policeman,” 
he said, “who hit them over the 
head and dragged them in and 
then questioned them. That's 
the way to do it. 
(Pandemonium from the gun 
enthusiasts.) 

And Rep. Albert .E. Elwell, a 
farmer from West_ Newbury, 


offered this argument against 


banning the handgun.

down-zoning of two lots behind

’ Brookline’s convenience to 
downtown Boston and its safe 
streets reputation. 

Candidate Novakoff has 
attacked Kassler for his “new 
majority” campaign and spurns 
the conservative tag in favor of 
“independent.” Kassler’s tack, 
however, has dramatized the 
election, a fact which can do 
Novakoff no good. His backers 
are counting on a small vote and 
well-mobilized conservative 
block to swing the count. 

“The conservatives see the 
last vestiges of their control in

town slipping away,’’ says 
Kassler. “This is their last-ditch 


independent 
candidate,” says Novakoff, who 
lists his motivations as a desire 
for public service and fiscal 
efficiency. 

Brookline voters will find 
more names on the ballot than 
those of Haskell Kassler and 
Edward Novakoff. Depending 
on which precinct the voters 
live in, they could have up to 40 
names to choose from for 15 
Town Meeting positions, as well 
as a trio of choices for 
HousingAuthority. The 
redevelopment board race is 
especially interesting as it pits 
Craig Bolon, an MIT physicist 


who coordinated the 
neighborhood coalition that 
brought down-zoning- to 
Brookline, against incumbent 
James Brown, a building 
contractor. 

Quaint reminders of rural 
New England: remain on the 
ballot, too. Voters will elect the 
town’s library and cemetery 
trustees and its constables. But 
six. hundred or so candidates 
gets a bit beyond the scope of 
this review. The town’s League 
of Women Voters will hold a 
candidates night tonight 
(Sunday, at Brookline High 
School) for voters who want 
more information. One thing 
should be clear, Politics not only 
exist in Brookline, it abounds. 


See-Saw at Headstart 


Project Headstart is marking 
time while its administrators 
play see-saw with 
responsibilities for the program. 
The problem is — of course — 
money. Funded by the 
Department of Health, 
Education and Welfare and 
administered locally by Action 
for Boston Community 
Development (ABCD), 
Headstart currently has no 
funds to pay for supplies or for 
salaries to teachers and 
administrators. Some 250 
parents of the 1,525 
underprivileged children in area 
Headstart programs 
demonstated their annoyance at 
the misunderstanding by 


marching in front of the JFK - 


federal building last 
Wednesday. They feel that the 
funding troubles place the 
Headstart program in jeopardy. 

Funding for the program may 
be on the way. HEW regional 
director Robert Fulton 
expressed his disappointment at 
the mish-mash, but explained 
that the misunderstanding arose 
from his belief that the money 
(for salaries and supplies) was 
forthcoming from the federal 
HEW offices, and the feds 


opposite assumption that it was 
coming from his regional offices. 
The question here is whether the 
federal government promised 
ABCD one grant amounting to 
$218,000 a month (from which 
8.9 percent would be used for 
administrative costs) or whether 
they actually promised two 
grants: one monthly $218,000 
grant for operating costs, and 
another annual grant of $233,000 
for operating costs. ABCD 
director Robert M. Coard has 
been quoted as saying “We have 
always received $233,000 
annually for operating costs.” 
He has also stated that the 
federal government is already 
six months late in funding 
administrative costs, and that 
operating costs have not been 
paid on time. 

Fulton and HEW officials, 
and Coard and parents of 
children in Headstart programs 
continue to battle it out, and 
hopefully they will locate money 
for administrative costs within 
the week. But Coard and these 
parents are concerned that the 
misunderstanding is just one 
battle in a war that ultimately 
would result in HEW’s cutting 
all Headstart funding.

are willing to rationally compare 
the two. 

If the 6’1” DiGregorio differs 
substantially from the 6'1” 
Cousy in any major respect, say 
his teammates, it is in 
experience. “Give him time,” 


- says Jack Marin, undoubtedly 


the first man to actually be 
reprieved to Buffalo, “‘and he’ll 
be just as great.

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Jimmy Connors’ Ever-Greening Success

SALISBURY, Md. — Child 
stars never grow up right. 
Everybody knows that. They 
smoke weed, they lose their hair, 
their voices change, their voices 
don’t change. They’re too short, 
or two Annette Funicello. 
They’ve got too many freckles. 
Or too many pimples. Their 
teeth are crooked, or their agents 
are. They have babies. They 
even get married sometimes. 
Their dog dies. Something goes 
wrong; then it’s goodbye 
yellowbrick road. 

No trauma of this type, 
thankfully, shows any sign of 
upsetting the ever-burgeoning 
success of Jimmy Connors, who, 
it seems like 30 seconds or so 
ago, was shyly holding hands 
with teenage sweetheart Chris 
Evert on London streets, 
blushing at the mention of her 
name. Tennis’ JC Superstar is 
22 years old now, he is the 
winner of $156,000 in 1973 prize 
money, he is co-ranked No. 1 in 
the United States with Stan 
Smith (though Connors deserves 
the title alone), he has great 
hair, and his face has cleared up. 
Some time soon he will hold 
hands with Miss Evert again, in 


a marriage ceremony, thus— 


solidifying the most famous 
American corporate merger 
since Exxon and the tiger. 

When Connors won his second 
consecutive National Indoor 
Championship last weekend in 
Salisbury, which was the 
chicken capital of the world even 
before Frank Perdue moved to 
town, it marked his fifth win in 
eight starts for 1974, the five 


title — the Australian Open in 
January. The $9000 Salisbury 
victory (6-4, 7-5, 6-3 over South 
African Frew McMillan) also 
put him far out front in the 
Schick Tennis Classic Grand 
Prix points race for the 
independent indoor tour; the 
points champion at the end of 
the season picks up a fat 
$40,000. At the rate he is going, 
Connors will have won $100,000 
by the first of April, which will 
be the earliest in the tennis year 
that a male player has ever done 
that. As Connors’ manager and 
confidant Bill Riordan (who 
runs the independent game) 
says, needs WCT?” 


Riordan was referring to the 
well-known fact that maverick 
Connors is the best player in the 
world not playing Lamar Hunt’s 
World Championship of Tennis 
circuit. The Belleville, Ill. native 
who took charisma lessons from 
Pancho Gonzalez in his 
formative years also has looked 
askance at the Association of 
Tennis Professionals, a union to 
which most of the other 
limelighters of his craft belong. 
In addition to all that, he passed 
up the opportunity to play Davis 
Cup the last three years, saying 
simply, ‘“‘Plenty of time for 
everything. I’ve got a whole mess 
to look forward to.” 


One thing Connors doesn’t 
have to look forward to is a week 
of tennis any better than that 
which he played at Salisbury’s 
Wicomico Civic Center. He 
never did lose a set, and in five 
matches against Tony Bardsley, 
Andy Pattison (conqueror of Tlie

Nastase at Forest Hills), Ian 


Fletcher, Sandy Mayer (who . 


beat Nasty at Wimbledon), and 
McMillan, the swashbuckling 
lefthander lost a total of only 27 
games. 

The Mayer match was the 
most memorable.. Connors and 


Mayer have been playing 
against each other since both 


were pre-teens, and for all but a - 


few of these matches over the 
years, Sandy walked away in 
bad need of some Mayer aspirin. 

After Saturday night’s 
semifinal, he nested Darvon. 


Because in a thrilling tennis 
exhibition so flawless in content 
that it could only be compared 
to a baseball no-hitter, Connors 
' defeated his old adversary 6-1, 6- 
1, 6-0. It was a clinic, an 
instructional film, and a solitary 
practice session with a bang wall 


wins including his first Big Four

“T’ve got nine words to say, 
Connors, looking slightly 
bewildered himself, said in the 
‘press room afterward. “That’s- 
the-best-I-ever-played-in-my- 
whole-life.” It was ten words, 
but when you beat someone 6-1, 
6-1, 6-0, you’re allowed a foot 
fault or two in modern math. 


” 


Mayer was equally in shock. 
He has been the second-best 
player on the circuit this season. 
The week before Salisbury, he 
made it to the finals at 
Birmingham, losing to Connors 
7-5, 6-3. Two weeks before that, 
he’d won at Towson, Md., 
defeating Clark Graebner in the 
final. Thirty-two-hundred 
Salisbury folks on Saturday 
night, though, saw him 
victimized by a hit-and-run 
driver. Riordan was beside 
himself in the stands watching 
the match, whispering, ‘““Do you 
believe this?” after practically 
every third set point. Truly, it 
had to be seen to be believed. 


“He did everything well,” 
Mayer said quietly. “I tried 
everything I know, but nothing 
worked. I was given no chance to 
play well.” 


Connors is much more at his 
ease these days than he has ever 
been, much more tolerant with 
the press, much more facile with 
the self-deprecatory quip. Yet, 
he is-still Connors. In his match 
against Mayer, Sandy fell flat on 
his back in mock faint over a 
line call. Not wanting to be 
topped, Connors dashed over to 
the side of the court, grabbed a 
towel, and ran to the prone 
Mayer, whom he proceeded to 
fan. Against the dour McMillan 
in the final, Connors, rushing 
towards the net for a drop 
volley, simply hopped over when 
the ball didn’t come up, and 
gave McMillan a quick pat on 
the back for his efforts. The 
crowd, very much pro-Connors 
(this used to be a rarity), loved 
it. 
“I go into a match now,” he 


was saying on Friday afternoon, 
“feeling that I’m going to play 
the way I’m supposed to 
* play....the way I was taught to 


play. I'm not the no percentage © 


player I was two years ago. 

Maybe being No. 1 puts a little 

more pressure on me. It makes 

me concentrate a little more, 

re me really dig after every 
ll ” 


This, of course, is such a large 
part of the Connors charm. For 
all his brashness, for all his 
impertinence and occasional ill- 
conceived youthful humor, for 
all his general irreverence 
towards the game’s mores, 
Connors brings - a naked: 
enthusiasm to each match — 
hell, to each point — that can be 
found in few, if any, of the 
world’s class players. To state it 
plain, Jimmy Connors plays 
every point. 


The -US indoor circuit is the 
theatre of playing every point. 
Riordan, who kept the concept 
of independent indoor tennis 
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alive by his special wit and guile 
in the face of the WCT monolith 
until Schick provided important 
sponsorship this season, likes to 
refer to the circuit as the “Kids’ 
\ Tour,” and surely it is. Three of 
the semi-finalists at Salisbury, 
the second oldest continuing 
tournament in the US, were 
under the age of 22: Mayer, 
Connors, and 20-year old 
Stanford economics major Jim 
Delaney. And two of these — 
Delaney and Mayer — are still 
amatuers who refuse prize 
money* 


It is the Roanoke tour, the 
Little Rock tour, the tour of 
Paramus, New Jersey and 
Hampton, Virginia and Jackson, 
Mississippi and Salt Lake City, 
Utah. It is a tour bright with the 
youth, and the vigorous support 
of communities, and strong 
crowds everywhere. For the final 
day of play at Salisbury, 3600 
people walked through the door 
of the Wicomico Civic Center. 
The Wicomico Civic Center has 


an official capacity of 3200. 

Schick decided to lend its 
name and its bankroll to the 
circuit this season, giving it the, 
uh, double-edged foundation 
that it has really lacked in the 
past. The Schick Bonus Pool is 
filled with $100,000, featuring 
the first prize of $40,000 to high 
point man, and a succession of 
lesser prizes all the way down to 
the twentieth position. 


And so it is in this setting each 
week, under the Schick banner 
and the watchful eye of Riordan, 
that the greening of Jimmy 
Connors continues. It is an 
emotional greening, and it is a 
dollar greening. 


“Connors, of course, is all- 
important to the tour,”’ Riordan 
says. ““He’s a superstar. It’s only 
through his loyalty and 
friendship that I’ve been able to 
do what I’ve done. Our 
relationship has _Saved the 
independent game.” 

Some child stars turn out 
right, after all.

reason that they had the good 
fortune to be in the same 
Conference as the Philadelphia 
"76ers. 

Ernie D. has not, then, been 
all the difference. But he has 
been most of it, or at least he has 
if you listen to his teammates. 
“He is, without question, the 
best ball-handler I’ve ever 
played with,” says Marin, who 
has played with some very good 
ones. For awhile, while the 
Braves foundered at the 
beginning of the year, it had 
appeared that Ernie might not 
be the ball-handler at all, 
inasmuch as Randy Smith 
seemed to have his hands on it 
most of the time. I can recall the 
first time the Celtics played the 
Braves this year, and DiGregorio 
didn’t cross the mid-court stripe 
with a basketball in his 
possession once during the first 
half, and perhaps only three 
times the entire game. “Why?” I 
had asked Tom Heinsohn. ‘“‘Got 
me,” he shrugged with a grin of 
wide proportions. “But he can’t 
do much if he hasn’t got it, can 
he?” 

NBA people are beginning to 
reassess even that rap on Ernie 
D, for he is doing a lot of things 
without the ball now, although 
certainly a lot more -when he 
does have it. “It was just a 
question of conditioning,” says 
Braves coach Jack Ramsay, 
“once we had him broken in we 
_ turned him loose. And you see 
what that’s doing for McAdoo. 
‘Hell, what it’s doing for the 
whole team.” 

When Ernie D. was first 
turned out on the market, you 
see, he was considered a high- 
risk property.

And the Cult 


There is no one explanation for the’ 
current Star Trek craze. Some say that 
the television show, which chronicles the 
space explorations of the Starship 
Enterprise 300 years from now is the only 
intelligent science fiction series ever 
shown on video. Other’s point to the 
show’s “social consciousness” Star Trek 
is about an interplanetary universe 
living, for the most part, in peace. It is 
also about the future of humanity, and

Whatever the case, it is clear that the 
Star Trek cult has arrived, with Mr. 
Spock its unwitting guru. 

. The syndicated re-runs are watched, 
faithfully, devoutly, fanatically by the 
“trekkies,”’ as Star Trek fans are called. 
Fan clubs have sprung up everywhere, 
over 200 of them, along with Star Trek 
magazines and Star Trek gimmicks. 

And now there are Star Trek 
conventions. At the first, held three years 
ago, 200 persons were expected to attend 
— and 2500 showed up. It has since 
become an annual affair, and this year it 
was held at the Americana Hotel in New 
York where 15,000 loyal trekkies turned 
out ago to pay homage to their heroes in a , 
four day celebration.

NEW YORK’ — The Sunday night 
costume contest was the final assault on 
my brain. After 50 hours of covering this 
madness that some sources called “‘the 
Third Annual Star Trek Convention,” 
after being washed under in an 
unrelenting torrent of Star Trek buttons, 
Star Trek art, Star Trek speeches, Star 
Trek auctions, Star Trek episodes, Star 
Trek posters, Star Trek trivia, Star Trek 
shopping bags, and most of all, 15,000 
Star Trek fanatics (trekkies, they are 
called); after all of this, I needed the Star 
Trek costume contest like I needed a ride 
on the Good Starship Enterprise. 


What we ‘had here at this costume 
contest in the Imperial Ballroom of the 
Americana Hotel, was a four-hour 
exhibition on the various misuses of 
aluminum foil. The great abuser was one 
John Camiel from Brooklyn, who 
wrapped himself in Reynolds Wrap, hung 
dead squid from his mouth, stuck an 
operative fire extinguisher down an 
enormous funnel that swooped 
magnificently over his head, and called 
himself ““The Living Space.”

There were others too. At least 200 
others ...

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The Orson Welles: Trouble with the Money 


By Janet Maslin 


The Orson Welles complex i: 
Cambridge, a building that now 
houses a restaurant, three 
theaters and a variety of shops, 
is in serious danger of going out 
of business. The complex has 
never been particularly 
profitable; it has lost a sum 
estimated at between one and 
two million dollars since it 
opened in April of 1969. Much of 
that money came from private 
investors, but thanks to a 
mortgage and several loans there 
is bank backing involved as 
well. And now, according to one 
employee, “the banks want their 
money.’’ The Welles’ bank 
creditors have given the complex 
a month-long period to make 
good, and there are only about ~ 
two weeks left to go. , 

Except The Film School 
(which closed down late last 
year), all the various Welles 
enterprises have always been - 
bound together as a single 
financial entity — and that

still traces of amateur, if 


successful) theater group is 
balanced on that of the (always 
disastrous) restaurant. Three 
years ago, the restaurant was 
losing as much as $2000 a week 
thanks to theft, food given away, 
impractically big payrolls and 
what has been described as 
“general mismanagement of all 
kinds.’’ At that time the 
restaurant featured a novel 
policy whereby diners who 
didn’t.know each other would be 
seated in groups of eight and 


hold a group vote on what they 
wanted for dinner. The idea 
went over relatively well for a 
while, as did the natural, woody 
look of the furnishings and 
natural, friendly attitude of the 
help. But by the’end of its year- 
and-a-half duration, the 
restuarant’s group menu 
concept was drawing only 20 or 
30 customers on a Saturday 
night. “People would sit. home 
and marvel at the fact that their 
community could create such a 


unique feeling of consensus and 
foster that kind of a dynamic,” 
says Larry Jackson, who 
manages the three theaters. 
“But that was exactly where 
they did it — at home. After a 
while, nobody really wanted to 
come in hoping for a.salad and 
wind up with pot roast.” 

The restaurant’s new policy — 
everybody gets to order what 
they want and sit at smaller 


tables — hasn’t improved _ 


matters all that much. There are 


enthusiastic, management, such 
as impracticable equipment. 
And only one employee, the 
former manager of Pewter Pot, 
has any substantial experience 
in restauranteuring. 

The theater section of the 
complex has a slight history of 
unorthodox management too, 
although nowhere near as 
damning as that of the 
restaurant. Under the auspices 
of Dean Gitter, who helped 


conceive the complex with 
backing from Ralph Hoagland 
and who ran the place for two 
years, the staff was once flown to 
Bermuda apparently at 
company expense, and there are 
even reports of an astrologer 
once on the payroll. Larry 
Jackson attributes some of the 
theater’s problems to audience 
tastes’ having shifted towards 
escapism at the expense of the 
more “serious” films he likes to 
play,- and he also attributes 
some of the trouble to the Park 
Square Movie House, which he 
claims has cut into the Welles’ 
business. There has always been 
a certain amount of bad blood 
between Jackson and Justin 
Freed, who used to work for the 
Welles and then started the 
Park Square on his own; 
Jackson feels that “we take all 
the risk’’ when it comes to 
building a following for a 
picture, and that the Park 
Square has a tendency to book 
such pictures after the Welles 
has successfully nutured them. 
In any case, the theaters are by 
far the most profitable part of 
the complex which is to say they 
generally break even. 

Ralph Hoagland still owns the 
complex, and most of the lost 
money has been his. He has been 
a more or less absentee owner for 
most of the complex’s existence 
(according to a charge by the 
Welles’ financial consultant,. 
made last week in the Harvard

Film: The Vanishing Art 
of Czech Filmmakers | 


The Czechoslovakian film 
industry blossomed in the 
sixties, producing twenty 
directors of European renown 
and two Academy Award- 
winning films. That all ended 
within one year after the 


occupation of Czechoslovakia in. 


1968, according to a former 
leading Czech film critic, 
Antonin Liehm. Half of the era’s 
best film makers went into exile, 
with the exception of three 
directors who are making stock 
thrillers and musicals, the rest 
remain in their native land 
living silently as “‘non-persons,” 
unable to make films of any 
type. 

In place of the silenced or 
exiled talent, incompetents have 
taken over the Czech film 
industry. While hacks produce 
little worthwhile cinema, two 
Academy: Award-winning 
directors still in Czechoslovakia, 
Jiri Menzel (Closely Watched 
Trains. 1966) and Elmar Klos (a 
codirector with Jan Kadar, The 
Shop On Main Street, 1965) 
can’t work at the Barrandov 
studios in Prague, a fate 
common to many of those who 
came to be known as the Czech 
New Wave. Kadar lives in New 
York City today. 

The lot of the exiled directors 
is a difficult one. They face the 
deadly problem of working in a 
culture they are not intimately 
acquainted with. It is an 
adjustment which very few 
artists survive, according to 
both Liehm and the two Czech 
directors Ivan Passer (Intimate 
Lighting, 1965; Born To Win) 
and Jiri Weiss (The Coward, 
1961), all of whom attended a 
recent Czech film festival at 
Radcliffe College. 

Whereas the directors abroad 


have a chance to survive, the - 


unemployed ones _ in 
Czechoslovakia face artistic 
extinction. Liehm expresses 
concern for them ‘...because if 
the most talented man is 
blacklisted for ten or fifteen 
years, then his craft is gone; that 
means there are no returns. 
Hollywood (in the McCarthy 
period) is a perfect example. All 
those who were blacklisted in 
the fifties now could go baek and 
make movies. But. what they 
produce would have nothing to 
do with what they might have 
done fifteen years ago. So I am 
afraid that probably this great 
generation (of Czech directors) 
may be finished. They might be 
comebacks in the future, but 
they will not have their former 
great quality.” 

Not only have many 


Czechoslovakian directors_ 


disappeared into exile or 
obscurity at home, their films 
have vanished as well. Milos 
Forman’s comedy, Fireman’s 


Buck Henry in Milos Forman’s “Taking Off.” 


Ball (1967), for example, leads a 
Czech censor’s list of ten films 
entitled ‘‘Banned Forever.’’ 
Forman is lucky compared to 
others; his film was screened in 
Czechoslovakia and distributed 
in the West before the invasion. 
Some films made during or 
shortly after the occupation, 
however, have never been 
distributed at home or abroad. 
Jiri Menzel made a film in 1969 
which the authorities have still 
not released. In such cases the 
tragedy compounds itself, for if 
the film is ever permitted to be 
seen, it probably will not have 
the reception and acclaim it 
might have had before. A case in 
point is‘a film called The Three 
Wishes (codirected by Elmar 
Klos and Jan Kadar), which was 
banned in 1959. When the 
political situation liberalized 
three years later, the film was 
released. But much of the 
impact it would have had 
was lost. The times had 
changed, and the film hadn’t. 


Jiri Weiss, a filmmaker since 
the thirties and a former dean of 
the Czech Film Academy in 
Prague, thinks the reason 
movies become quickly dated 
lies in the nature of film as an 
art form. He believes films as a 
genre are somewhere between 
newspapers and novels. “The 
cinema is seen with the eyes of 
today, and yesterday’ Ss point of 
view is impossible,”’ he said. 

Ideally, Weiss thinks a 
director should make films in his 
native land and have his films go 
abroad. But there are times 
when a director is forced to 
migrate, and Weiss (who is now 
in exile for the second time) 
speaks of problems facing 
directors in a foreign country: 

“the difficulty for a Czech 
director is not technique; not 
writing, which is very good here; 
and certainly not actors, 
because you have galores of 


bed together, 
_ together. The uptightness is 


actors here, excellent ones. But 


- there are certain qualities in 


America which are different, you 
know. The sentimentality is 
elsewhere. Everything is 
different when it comes to the 
detail; when it comes to going to 
making love 


different.” 

“The Czech and American are 
uptight in different moments; 
the Czech kills in different 
circumstances, if he ever kills. 
The Czechs are under pressure 
from above. The Americans 
pressure each other. Life in 
America is a constant battle; 
everybody battles each other, 
whereas Czechs envy each other. 
People are obsessed with power 
here, crazy with power. Czech 
people, for historical and 
geographical reasons, are 
obsessed by other things. They 
want to live beautifully; the idea 
is to have a good time while 
you’re living. You see, 
everybody tries to have a good 
time, whereas the Americans 
have the work ethic. When they 
try to have a good time, they go 
to an expensive hotel and buy a 
hundred dollar dress.” 


The Czech directors have had’ 


difficulties in adjusting to the 
“different qualities in America” 
that Weiss cites. Neither Jan 
Kadar, Milos Forman nor Ivan 
Passer has made a hit movie in 
this country. Though Mr. 
Forman’s fitst American movie, 
Taking Off,’ was not popular in 
the States, it was successful in 
Europe 

It is fe difficult for any artist to 
cut his roots and establish 
himself abroad. But it is 
especially so for filmmakers, 
says the critic Liehm: ‘“Take a 
film like Intimate Lighting (a 
Czech movie which depicts 
extremely o. people in 
everyday situations): Ivan 
Passer (its director) cannot 
make the same film about an 
American family, because he 
doesn’t know how the family 
grew up; he doesn’t know, for 
example, what fairy tales the 
grandmother tells the child 
when it is four years old. He 
doesn’t know these things. He 
sees them, but he doesn’t know 
everything about them. That 
means the only thing he does is 
photographically copy the 
reality he sees; he can’t 
penetrate and discover it.” 

Passer himself says he doesn’t 
feel like a stranger in the United 
States, but notes that “I still 
don’t know if I’m not going to be 
destroyed here; you find out 
much later.” 


‘But if Passer and the others - 


are to survive as film directors, 
they must work with what they 
know and understand. “They 
must not try to impose their 
vision on America,’’ as 
Michelangelo Antonioni did in 
Zabriskie Point, Weiss says. 


‘An American producer does 


not employ a foreign director to

produce something Czech.” 


Passer’s first movie in this 


country, Born To Win, is not a 
Czech movie in an American 
guise. It is set in New York City, 
where Passer now resides. It is a 
city he likes because of its 
people, and “its permanent 


sense of near-disaster,”’ a sense © 


with which he says he is very 
familiar from his past 
experiences, and which he 
captures in his movie’s central 
character, a drug addict named 
J. (Although the film had flaws 
and was not a box-office hit, 
Pauline Kael called it “the best 
of the addict movies.” 

Having worked for both a 
nationalized film industry in 
Czechoslovakia and a corporate 
one here, Passer can compare 


the two. He says that “the 


difference is not that big. Both 
industries put different 
demands on you, which means 
that in Czechoslovakia the 
demand is ideological, political 
— let’s call it pressure, not 
demands — and here the 
pressure is commercial. There 
they want to prove they are good 
guys, and here they want to 
make money. Nobody wants to 
make movies, really, none of 
them. So, that’s something they 
have in common. That’s 
speaking generally; there are 
exceptions, of course. But once 
you understand (how each 
system works), you learn to deal 
with it.” Mr. Passer will- be 
making his second American 
film in April, with Carroll 
O’Connor in the leading role. 
Liehm gives a foreign critic’s 
view of how “the system” works. 
He says that “the American film 
industry has its slots. It’s all 


built around slots, and a director 


has to fit the slot. If he doesn’t 
he has no chance to do anything. 
So a foreign director has to 
change to fit the slot, which for a 
craftsman is easy, but for a good 
artist nearly impossible.” 

Though Jiri Weiss, whom 
Liehm calls ‘‘the best craftsman 
of the lot,” has had difficulties 
in America, he (Weiss) is not 
pessimistic about the future for 
exiled Czech directors. But as 
for the cinema in his homeland, 
he has little hope. In contrast, 
Liehm firmly believes that once 
the present ruling mediocrity is 
gone, Czech cinema will again 
regain its greatness: “‘Czech 
filmmaking has become a 
culture which cannot be 
revok

Crimson). But he has lately 
become quite active, at least 
active enough to threaten a 
complete walkout after a flareup 
with union employees two weeks 
ago (Welles employees are’ 


members of the United

year — and the company’s legal 
fees, incurred in an unsuccessful 
battle against unionization, put 
yet another sizeable bite in the 
budget). Hoagland came back a 
day later, and things have been 
peaceful since then. But the 
complex’s future is now out of 
his hands anyway;.it’s all up to 
the banks. 

. Even if the property is 
repossessed there is some chance 
that at least the theaters will 


continue to operate. “The place 
is a white elephant,” said an 
employee, “but they’ll want to 
make whatever money they can 
from it, and keeping it open is 
the only way.”’ There is in fact 
an air of guarded optimism 
among many of the employees; 
even Larry Jackson thinks the 
place will probably pull through 
somehow. In fact, far from 
treating the current situation as 
an emergency, Jackson is still on 
leave in Cave Creek, Arizona, 
where he is helping out on the 
production of The Other Side of 
the Wind, a film by the other 
Orson Welles. Jackson, who 
even has a small part in the 
picture, first began 
corresponding with Welles when 
he invited him to come visit the 
complex that bears his name. .

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Music: Taking Pokeat the Ugly American

God knows we need humor 
these days, but we’ve been 


getting nothing of the sort from 


popular music. At one time 
comedy was a part of rock: the 
‘Beatles had more than their 
share of little jokes, Dylan (at 
least in his folk incarnation) was 
a genuine comedian, and much 
of the English invasion bore the 
mark of vaudeville. But the 
advent of heavy-metal helped 
suppress the comedic impulse in 
pop; pretension and the macho 
pose precluded laughter (the 
only place Grand Funk and Led 
Zeppelin got their jollies was in 
the counting house). We are now 
moving (hopefully) out of this 
phase, with Maria Muldaur 
replacing Linda Ronstadt in our 
affections, 10c.c reviving the 
“Who Sell Out” style of rock 
humor, and even Joni Mitchell 
stepping out with a laugher like 
“Twisted.” While the dark star 
was ascendant, though, one 
musical voice, Solzhenitsyn- 
like, cried out in the wilderness, 
and that voice belonged to 
Randy Newman. 

Not that Newman was any 
sort of Buster Keaton of song; no 
slapstick lyricist, he was as 
funny-peculiar as he was funny 
ha-ha. His ditties about 
perverts, bigots and emotional 
and physical freaks were 
extraordinarily, and 
intentionally, subtle. Instead of 
going for the easy laugh, 
Newman made his comic 
comment by underscoring a lyric 
with antithetical music. And, 
confusing the comic status of his 
songs was his own identification 
with the ugly Americans about 
whom he wrote. There was 
always an amount of self- 
deprecation at work, and to the 
extent that Newman’s impulses 
were those of the average 
American, his self-deprecations 
were genuine indictments of the 
national mentality. In “Davey 


_ the Fat Boy,” Davey’s best 


friend, entrusted by parents to 
take care of the bloated boy, 
does what any red-blooded, 
commercially-aware advocate of 
the free enterprise system would 


do — he creates a circus 


‘sideshow out of Davey’s 


deformity. 

Newman is no political 
rhetorician, to be sure. His 
comments are always presented 
humorously and sidelong, with 
an understanding of the value of 
the finely honed put-on. But the 
caustic edge, coupled with his 
dry pokes at institutions 
Americans hold dear, helps to 
explain why Newman has never 
had a widespread following. 
This fact has been widely 
bemoaned: the pop press has 
long wondered why, if he is so 
talented, Randy is not a 
superstar. To my mind this line 


of reasoning is poorly taken. 


Newman’s appeal is limited 
precisely because of -his 
strengths and not his 
weaknesses. If he were to 
attempt to gain a larger 
audience, it would be at the 
expense of the very things he 
does best. 

It should be mentioned, 
though, that at least in Boston, 
Newman’s following is extensive 
and avid. The Performance 
Center (where he held forth last 
weekend) had to expand his 
performance from two to four 
shows and I’m sure he could 
have done land-office business 
all week long had he desired. 
Most importantly, his,set 
confirmed what had been 
suggested during earlier 
appearances in Boston — his 
arrival as a consummate stage 
performer. 

His ‘material creates problems 
other artists don’t have to face 
— his songs are short, very short, 
and they seldom entertain an 
instrumental break. So Newman 
has learned to pace his set: a 
barrage of funny tunes will be 
interrupted by a slow, serious 
song, which will be followed by 
an amusing story which will in 
turn introduce another rapid- 
fire round. At certain points he 
will ask the audience for 
suggestions, and the jumbled, 
enthusiastic response creates 
the only kind of “everybody say 


yeah” feedback appropriate for 


his style of music-making. 

Even more crucial to his 
success as a performer is his self- 
deflating sense of humor. While 
he plays a repetitious fill he says 
“Look at those hands move. 
What technique!”’ and when the

his lead guitar work is cliche- 
ridden and aimless. The Dolls, 
on the other hand, are eager 
showmen. They dress 
outrageously and they play 
outrageously, ‘though they do 
neither well. A parody of the

audience laughs he replies “You 
must be a pretty discriminating 
audierice to go for this shit.” 
When some unruly press types 
near the front laughed at the 
heavy metal riff he employs on 
“You Can Leave Your Hat On” 
he stopped and said ‘Don’t 
laugh at that. That’s an old 
Cream lick.” 

This kind of patter does two 
things: it creates a degree of 
warmth between the performer 
and audience and it sets the tone 
necessary for an appreciation of 
the Newman brand of 
songwriting. It was obvious, at 
the Performance Center, that 
Randy has finally accepted the 
role of entertainer. As reported 
by Harry Nilsson on a visit to 
Boston, Newman has said that 
performing is the worst thing for 
a songwriter (presumably 
because it induces in him the 
desire to write to please others). 
It’s altogether doubtful that he 
still feels that way. The new 
songs he played last week 
(including a knockout about

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Yes: More Than Ocean Power

For those interested only. in 
who, where, when and how 
much, let it be recorded that the 
Yes played Boston Garden last 
Tuesday to a sold-out and very 
’ receptive house. Full houses 
have been the rule so far on this 
tour, which touches 33 cities on 
36 dates. The New Haven 
Coliseum show sold out faster 
than any show in the city’s 
history. 

How much of this is going to 
show up as profit for the band is 
another matter. Their overhead 
for this tour is immense. They 
are taking with them their 
producer, Eddie Offord, to run 
the mixing board, and their 
house electron tinkerer, Michael 
Tait, to run the custom light 
board and some of the special 
effects. In addition to these men, 
a road crew of 13 is required to 
set up the stage (a five hour job), 
and only five of them are 
directly responsible for 
instruments. The rest deal with 
the p.a. (the best I’ve heard in 
the Garden since Jethro Tull) 
and the quadriphonic sound 
effects (apparently so new a toy 
they haven’t used it anywhere 
else in the tour yet) and the 
stage settings designed, by their 
cover artist Roger Dean. 

The Yes figured that in an 
airplane hanger like the Garden, 
audiences would not be satisfied 
to see just them on stage 


playing; therefore, they 
employed props, a dubious 
course. However, their 


conceptualizations are so 
magnificent that they managed 
to pull it off. Dean has encased 
the stage clutter — monitor 
speakers, guitar effects and 
Squire’s bass pedals — within 
pods of green fungoid plastic, 
which also support Howe’s 
guitar tree: a steel guitar, a 


twelve-string and an electric 


“sitar are all welded to a rotating 


post so that Howe can change 


guitars in mid-song without ., 


hassle. (There are also smaller 
trees for Squire and Anderson, 
containing one instrument 
each.) ‘ 

The band mounts the stage 
through a plastic tunnel that 
glows with the iridescence of 
mother of pearl. Alan White’s 
drum kit is encased within a 
metal gazebo topped by a 
plastic carapace looking 
variously like a manta ray and 
an insect’s thorax. Behind 
Wakeman’s stack is an erect 
structure resembling a coral ora 
fossilized rib cage. A pair of 
diaphanous wings are attached 
to the drum cage, and these 
unfold for use as projection 
screens, for Dean has drawn up 
several scenes from the 
‘‘topographic oceans’’ and 
turned them into color slides. 

English snooze-rocker John 
Martyn was the warm-up act, 
and I believe the choice was 
inspired by the fact that Martyn 
uses only one guitar with 
echoplexer and doesn’t get in the 
way of the intricate stage 
setting. His voice sounds like a 
modulated yawn, but his unique 
use of the echo unit makes his 


_ own instrument sound like a 


whole band. He’s an interesting 
relic from the acid era. 


Of course, the problem with 
immense stage settings is that 
they invite disaster in the form 
of blowouts. Such happened 
Tuesday, as the lighting 
generator failed and had to be 
patched up on the spot. Several 
miraculous feats of Frisbee 
throwing were seen during the 
wait, including one throw from 
the right balcony that carried all

the way to the left loge. 

The fault finally repaired, Yes 
announced their presence as 
they’ve heralded themselves for 
years: by playing the end of 
Stravinsky’s Firebird Suite over 
the P.A. They took this, via the 
Yessongs path, into “Siberian 
Khatru,” which started out a 
trifle sluggish but gathered force 
quickly as the strain of waiting 
gave way to the controlled and 
purposeful tension of playing. 


*‘And You and I’’ was as 
majestic as ever, and “‘Close to 
the Edge”’ was equally great. 
The bulk of the show was 
given over to a performance of 
their latest album, Tales from 
Topgraphic Oceans, in its 
entirety. Already the four 
interlocking pieces have grown 
in the playing, so that what was 
suggested on the album is now 
clarified and made even -more 
musical. Every member of the 


band, at some point in the work, 
wis allowed a passage featuring 
his instrument, from the eager 
vocals of the introduction (Jon 
Anderson, who must surely have 
the most lovely and innocent 


voice in the world) to the drum © 


trio in side four (at which point 
the carapace opens up to reveal 
its membraneous inner structure 
and a red pulsating heart). But 
the ensemble playing was the 
best, flawlessly executed and 
unfailingly moving. 

Their encore ‘of 
“Roundabout” was very likely 
what the crowds had come to 
hear, and it was appropriately 
massive. It is to Yes’ credit that 
they are able to present two 
hours of difficult material to an 
audience interested mainly in 
this one song, but-they did it, for 
the audience was respectful and 
appreciative through the show. 
For this, however, the crowds 
went wild. The band turned up 
full, Howe playing the fragile 
acoustic guitar lines on his huge 
Gibson at outrageous volume 
while Wakeman outdid himself 
on various keyboards. They were 
great. 

The authors of Tales from 
‘Topographic Oceans present it 
as a work of spirituality, 
inspired in part by the four 
shastras known to students of 
various yogic disciplines. But 
the effect on listeners transcends 
such circumstances as the 
listener’s spiritual development 
or even belief in God. Though 
my own spiritual development is 
nil, I have my own 
interpretations of the finest 
piece of rock music I’ve yet 
heard. 

The first side, ‘““The Revealing

Roughly a decade has passed 
since players of the new music 
(called “the new thing” in those 
early days) began appearing in 
noticeable numbers on New 
York’s Lower East Side, and the 
result of their assault on the jazz 
establishment is still 
inconclusive. Numerous players’ 
young and old’ have picked up 
on the rejection of harmony, the 
non-metric rhythms and the less 
tempered sonorities of the new 
music; but stylistic dominance 
has not transpired, and a few 
detractors are citing the 
current popularity of electronic 
rock-jazz as the revolutionaries’ 
death knell. The eulogizers are 
premature, however, and recent 
visitors to Paul’s Mall and the 
Jazz Workshop have 
demonstrated that the new 
music is still jazz’ most 
challenging force. It is a diverse 
force as well, at least as 
practiced by the visiting 
founding father (Cecil Taylor), 
popularizer (Pharoah Sanders) 
and recent convert, (Miles 
Davis). 

“Yes, Miles Davis. The man 
who never let an opportunity to 
bad-mouth Cecil, Pharoah or 
other avant-gardists pass is now 
operating in their territory and 
sounding .more involved and 
more beautiful than he has in 
years. The guitar and percussion- 
laden band that Miles has 


worked with for the past year - 


has simply followed its 
propensity for thicker rhythmic 
density and rawer electric sound 
to its abstract conclusion. In the 
process, the linear simplicity of 
In a Silent Way and Jack 
Johnson has become a kinetic 
tidal wave of energy.

furious and extensive battle 
with the underlying guitar- 
percussion barrage makes most 
younger-generation trumpeters 
sound old-hat.

wherever they lead; if not, tamer 
but substantial trumpeters are 
available — hear Hugh 
Masakela’s Gharian Introducing 
Hodzoleh Soundz (Blue Thumb 
BTS 62) and Eddie Henderson’s.

The did use one 
such, bass player Chas Cronk, 
but, bless "em, they picked up 
the old Stealers Wheel drummer 
and the old Renaissance pianist. 
Rod Coombes is as sensitive to 
Cousins’ rhythms as Hud was, 
and more polished. John 
Hawken lacks the immaculate 
taste of Blue Weaver (who was 
in his turn less than Wakeman), 
but his “Heroine’s Theme” is a 
good complement to 
“‘Hero’s Theme’’ as the two 
frame the album. Lambert too is 
developing; his “Just Love” is a 
pretty, if impersonal Strawb- 
rocker, and he sings uncannily 
like Jack Bruce. 

But the Strawbs are Dave 
Cousins, and Cousins is 
Strawbs. It is on the color of his 
visions and the wealth of his 
melodies that any Strawb album 
depends. And it seems that he 
has been shaken by cruel fates 
recently — perhaps the 
dissolution of the band weighs 
heavy on him. His music now 
has an edge to it: ‘‘Deep 
Summer’s Sleep’’ revolves 
around an eerie Mellotron 
sound. The malaise shows even 
more clearly in the anxious “Sad 
Young Man,’’ turning the 
“Queen of Dreams” theme to 
lines like “‘Down is where you’re 
going,” and in the frantic title 
track, a mythic love story. 
Lambert’s hero is passionate 
and resolute, and Hawken’s 
heroine is warm, deep and free; 
when Cousins introduces them, 
she ‘learns constraint: and he 
learns tragedy. And Cousins 


exposes a wholly unprecedented - 


cynicism in “Lay a Little Light . 


on Me,’’ singing with a 
humorless ‘chuckle over the 
grossly inadequate Fender 
piano. 

The telling number is “Round 
and Round,” where a lovely 
Moog line suddenly turns 
sinister as Cousins sings: 

I drew the blade across my 
wrist 

To see how it would feel 
Looked into the future 

There was nothing to reveal 
For we were just the product 
Of the ever spinning wheel 
Round and round we go 


The music is the sound of 


benevolence, but the lyric is the 
poetry of despair. And Cousins 
has never sounded more like 
Peter Gabriel than here, in 
profound lamentation.

Larry Coryell: THE ELEVENTH. 


HOUSE ( Vanguard VSD 79342) 
The terms “rock” and “jazz” 


‘have been bandied about as 


opposites for so long now that 
the real distinction in pop music 
— one between blues and non- 
blues feeling — has been 
altogether ignored. So many 
jazzmen spend time on the road 
playing R&B that things 
should’ve been clearer long ago. 
But, alas, conventional 
categories save us from having 
nothing to say when we don’t 
know what’s happening. As it 
turns out, Charlie Parker and 
Stevie Winwood share more 
than Winwood shares with, say, 
Todd Rundgren or that Parker 
shares with Pharoah Sanders. 
The standard rap on Larry 
Coryell has been that he’s 
straddled that no-man’s land 
between jazz and rock longer 
perhaps than anybody else 


’ around. What he’s in fact 


straddled is a choice between 
two basic moods — between a 
pure blues feeling that seems to 
have bored him and an 
outrageous metal heaviness 
that’s never commanded his full 
belief. 

Coryell has finally brought the 
two together in a workable, at 
times superb corabination in his 
new band, The Eleventh House. 
The melodic, restraining quality 
of the blues tempers the 
gratuitous impulse to scream. 


While the band can smash and __ 


soar with frightening power and 
agility, it can also dazzle in a 
ballad setting. Pianist Mike 
Mandel’s “Adam Smasher” and 
Coryell’s own “Ism-Ejercicio” 
are the clearest examples of 
charted shifts, within single 
tunes, between a swinging blues 
funk and a square, almost 
classical, sense of time 
suspension (the latter a jazz 
tradition by now, but one that 
marks a break with the blues). 
Though a few of the tunes are 
self-indulgent earsplitters 
(notably ‘‘Yin’’), Coryell 
manages to maintain a sure 
balance of assertion and cool 
throughout the album. 

The unique blend of Randy 
Brecker’s trumpet, Mandel’s 
piano, and Coryell’s guitar 
represents a resolution of moods 
even in the way melodies are 
sounded. Each instrument eases 
the bite of the others, just as 
most of the soloing returns to the 
lyricism of the blues after flights 
of frenzy or rage. Drummer 
Alphonse Mouzon (formerly 
with McCoy Tyner) roots the 
band in strong, driving rhythms 
welded to funk even in the 
craziest foays. 

‘Coryell’s solo piece, 
‘Gratitude ‘A So Low’ 
combines a new and happy 
precision with his traditional 
ebullience. If his rides 
occasionally lack drama, they 
still demonstrate a meeting 
within, at least, of the humanity 
of the blues and the exotica of 
technology.

Jojo Gunne: JUMPIN’ THE 
GUNNE (Asylum SD 5071) 

JoJo Gunne are four talented 
musicians who happen to want 
to play rock ’n’ roll. That 
intersection has become less and 
less common today, as those 
with something to say etherify, 
leaving the robots to haul heavy 
metal. Forward motion, after 
all, is as much a property of 
melody as it is of rhythm, and 
JoJo Gunne use melody to 
streamline the punishing 
repetition of the rhythm bands. 

JoJo Gunne go out of their 
way to let us know that they aim 
to rock out in earnest. Jumpin’ 
the Gunne and its predecessor 
Bite Down Hard are largely 
interchangeable, only Jumpin’ 
lacks Bite’s synthesizer and the 
quiet, rippling arpeggios of 
“Wait A Lifetime.” This time 
ethey’re growling for red meat 
and other carnal diversions; it’s 
almost as if the boys are a little 


worried about being considered 
artists (read sissies) and have to 
make a foolish ceremony of 
presenting their raunch 
credentials. Actually, they’re 
‘amiable Southern Californians 
who don’t frighten me in the 
least but do cause me to jump 
around a bit. 

Ex-Spirit Jay Ferguson plays 
keyboards and writes all the 
songs. Matthew Andes is a 
terrific guitarist, both slide and 
flesh, playing with speed and 
forethought. “To the Island,” 
with its start-stop beat, is of all 
the tunes here most redolent of 
Spirit, and stands in boldest 
relief (I like it best). “At the 
Spa,” for its flirtation with the 
weary social milieu of Ray 
Davies-Bowie-Roxy-Music, is a 
departure from the prevailing 
patriotic gore. Jumpin’ the 
Gunne especially 


recommended to those of you 
who have given up on party 
music. It succeeds at what the 
band most want to succeed at, 
and more. 


Syl Johnson: BACK FOR A 
TASTE OF YOUR LOVE (Hi 
32081) 


Ann Peebles: | CAN'T STAND 


THE RAIN (Hi 32079) 

Syl Johnson (along with label 
mate Otis Clay) is a refugee of 
the intensely competitive 
Chicago soul market. He was a 
pal of the late Magic Sam and 
played bass on Sam’s early 
recordings but saw, early in the 
game, that the money just 
wasn’t in blues. His best known 
stuff is on Twinight and includes 
raunchy dance things like ‘““Seck 
It To Me” (1967) as well as the 
emotive soul classic, ‘Is It 
Becausé I’m Black” (1969). Syl 
has been with Willie Mitchell for 
almost two years and is 
responsible for two of my 
favorite Mitchell productions, 
“The Love You Left Behind” 
and “‘We Did It,”’ both included 
on this album. 


Johnson’s voice has a lot of. 


whiney, nasal tones; combined 
with the usual Southern soul 
inflections (and a nice falsetto 
cry) it is distinctly appealing. 
“The Love You Left Behind”’ is 
a brash, exploding piece of 
music highlighted by a punching 
horn section and an amazingly 
catchy bass line. The rest of the 
album isn’t as bold, although 
“We Did It” and its sound-alike 
followup, “Taste Of Your Love,” 
move well and have memorable 
hooks. Both the flip sides of 
those two records are included 
(“Anyway The Wind Blows” 
and successor “Wind Blow Her 
Back My Way’) and they make 
for a nice piece of storytelling. 
This could have been a “primo” 
album, but as it stands it’s only 
good (which ain’t good enough). 
The stumbling block is a heavy 
reliance on weak ballads and 
annoying string arrangements 
(if Mitchell has a fault as a 
producer it’s his inability to 
incorporate strings into his 
bedrock rhythm section). 

Ann Peebles second album on 
Hi, Straight From The Heart, 
garnered a lot of rock press 
acceptance, but failed to sell. A 
year later, with a continuing 
stream of R&B hit singles and 
the unexpected pop success of ‘I 
Can’t Stand The Rain,” Ms. 


Peebles is guaranteed an eager 


audience for this one. It’s damn 
well about time. 


Ann Peebles doesn’t have a 
big voice with a lot of range but 
she does have the. ability to 
transmit love, pain and hurt 
better than anyone else out 
there. The songs (mostly written 
by Ann and her husband Don 
Bryant) are not the ethereal love 
songs that Al Green writes and 
sings, but the raw, nitty gritty 
lyrics of the street (“I’m gonna 
tear your playhouse down/ room 
by room”). Both “I Can’t Stand 

he Rain” and the sure-to-be 
follow up, “Do I Need You,” 
almost savage in intensity and 
mood, are two of the most 
compelling songs of recent years. 
This album isn’t as aggressive as 
the last; Mitchell is trying to fit 
Ann Peebles into the Al Green 
formula. Strings crop up here 
and there, some of the songs 
have that loping, lazy Green 
beat but try as he might it’s 
going to be hard for Willie 
Mitchell to make Ms. Peebles’ 
voice as palatable as Al Green’s. 
Despite some of Mitchell’s 
intrusions (also because of his 
genius) this is destined to be one 
of ’74’s best, by any standard.

such has its finger on the heart 
of all music (or life). This is 
especially evident in the lyrics in 
the anticipatory introduction, 
deseribing the birth of the 
human functions — sight, 
thought, integration, and love — 
in order. The first side creates 
the context in which'the rest of 
the work may be understood. 

Side Two, “*The 
Remembering,” is about the 
ability of music to produce 
states of exaltation. It describes 
itself more than adequately. 

Side Three, called ‘‘The 
Ancient,” concerns itself with 
the sun; I saw it as an allegory of 
a race capable of civilization 
(such as man) growing to a point 
where it no longer makes war. 
The Yes are often described as a 
futuristic band; I hope in this 
instance it’s true because they 
sing of it almost as if it has 
already occurred. 

The last side eluded my 
insight until the very last 


moment, when the blatantly - 


obvious finally hit me: “Nous 
Sommes du Soleil” is a love 
song. All the members of the 
band, especially Anderson, are 
very happily married (except 


‘possibly White, but then he’s 


the new guy), and this is 
Anderson’s rededication to the 
fullness of his life with music 
and with wife Jenny. It’s warm

waiting for most listeners (and 
musicians) to get to where he 
was at fifteen years ago. The 
avant-garde became a 
movement when a group of 
players discovered that sound 
and rhythm, rather than falling 
around inevitable rigid patterns, 
could ebb and flow like human 
breathing or human emotions: 
hence the energy players. Cecil 
Taylor had this insight back in 
1958, before any of his sidemen 
had a clue as to whet was 
happening, and Cecil has never 
received a proper credit as the 
original energy player. 

After a decade-long 
association with drummer 
Andrew Cyrille, the leaps and 
stabs of Taylor’s attack can now 
pour forth in the properly fluid 
rhythmic surroundings. And 
pour forth they do, Cecil’s 
opening night set being seventy- 
five minutes of the leader’s 
volatile piano. Altoist Jimmy 
Lyons, another long-time 
associate, soloed at given 
intervals, but his usually 
restrained lines were more 
counterpoint to Cecil’s fervor 
than primary lines. The newest 
member of the Unit, bassist 
Sirone, added astounding 
counterpoint to the piano which 
often got lost in the sound mix, 
though adjustments were being 
made after the set. 

Sirone and Cyrille wore facial 
expressions which suggested the 
physical drain involved in 
keeping up with Taylor, a drain 
that I as listener also 
experienced. Something is 
always happening in Cecil’s 


piano lines, but the impact . 


begins to wear after an hour and 
a quarter at full throttle. A 
better balanced sampling of 
Taylor's music is found on 
Spring of Two Blue-J’s (Unit 
Core 30551), a November, 1973 
concert recording available for 
$6.00 from Unit Core Records, 
96 Chambers St.,, NYC 10007. 
There’s greater variety and 
range on the records, with one 
side of solo piano and one side 
by the quartet, and Sirone can 
be heard, but the intensity is 
about half what Cecil emitted at 
the Workshop. “I’ve never heard 
anyone play with that much 
energy,” one member of the 
audience remarked, and indeed 
the energy of Cecil Taylor 
provided an unmatchable 
experience.

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Theatre: Spicey Show of Classic Phallacy

PHORIAZUSAE; Translated by 
William Arrowsmith; Directed by 
James J. Malcolm; Music by 
Norman Dello Joio; At Boston 
University Theatre. Closed. 


It’s a miracle the Boston 
University Theatre wasn’t 
raided last week; the aegis of 
academe is marvelously 
effective against the barbaric 
onslaughts of secular vice 
squads. The obscenities were up- 
to-the-minute, but it isn’t likely 
that your average porn-crowd 
would flock to a play called 3 
over two thousand years old, at Suey. 
that. 

The title isn’t much catchier 
in English, either: ‘‘Women 
Celebrating the Thesmophoria 


Persephone).’’ But Aris- 
tophanes’ riotous onslaught 
on everything we hold most 

(women, ethnic minority 
groups, and homosexuals — not 
to mention literature and 
religion) proved infinitely 
various in William Arrowsmith’s 


new “translation.’’ It isn’t 


exactly a translation, though; it 
maintains the plot about 
Euripides being hounded by 
Athenian women angry at his 
depiction of the infernal 
feminine in his tragedies, and it 
maintains, too, the Aristophanic 
gimmick that is Greece’s 
proleptic answer to Freudian 
phallic symbols — the thing 
itself: a four-foot shiny pink 
inflatable penis worn by every 
man-jack in the play. (There are 
a few ambiguous woman-jacks, 
but they’re unhung — classical 
paradigms of the ‘pathetic

ston, ‘Ken Kantor, Alfre Woodward and David Garrison confront detumescent embarrassment in 


phallacy.’’) 

What makes Arrowsmith’s 
work more than a translation (a 
purist might say “‘less”) is his 
updating of the social and verbal 
stereotypes that are the butts of 
Aristophanes’ raucous wit. Take 
a look, for example, at some 
earlier translations of the 


Scythian’s part in this play. 


He’s a member of an “ethnic 
minority” in Athens, and his 
speech and mannerisms must be 


set off from the ‘“‘purer’’ 
Athenian speech around him. At 


the turn of this century he 
sounded like this: “Ole lady, dis 
vare bad o’ zu. Me nod expec dis 
of zu, bad ole lady!”” Not very 
effective for the 1970’s, because 
we no longer recognize that 
voice. But in Arrowsmith, when 


the Scythian is played by a 


Black, and every third word out 
of his mouth is “mothafucka,” 
punctuated with spat out 
“honky” and gasps for “pussy,” 
we hear a non-U language we 
can recognize; the. tensions 
between distinct vernaculars 
that Aristphanes tried to set up 
finally come across to us. This 


"means, of course, that 
Arrowsmith’s translation will be 
dated in another 50 years, but 
I’m sure he’s the first to know 
this. Aristophanes’ general 
subject matter doesn’t date 
easily, but his specific butts of 
satire — especially the minor 
ones — require a new voice for 
each generation, especially when 
they hinge on verbal 
idiosyncrasy, dialect, or ethnic 
liveliness. 

In the same way, Norman 
Dello Joio’s incidental music 


provides models we can respond. 


to. When the play begins to 


- parody a situation in Euripides’ 


Andromeda, the verbal satire is 
lost on a contemporary audience 
(though we recognize the myth); 
but when Dello Joio’s music 
accompanying this scene burst 
into a parody of nineteenth- 
century Italian opera we 
suddenly have something to 
latch on to, and the audience 
explodes in laughter. The whole 
score is a delight, and I do hope 
the idea of “incidental music” 
begins to catch on again in our 
theaters. If Arrowsmith and 
Dello Joio tackle a few more 
Aristophanes plays they might 
well do for Athens more than 
what Rodgers and Hammerstein 
did for Oklahoma. 

James J. Malcolm has 
directed the B.U. students with 
genuine pace and panache, and 
countless clever touches. David 
Garrison plays a finely manic 
Euripides, Kenneth Kantor’s 
Mnesilochos is hilarious when 
he’s in drag as an Athenian 
version of a Helen Hokinson 
matron, and Reed Birney brings 
the house down as the 
androgynous tragic poet, 
Agathon (a cross between 
Truman Capote and Theda 


Bara, if that’s a cross). Anne 


Layman Chancellor has 
designed an ingenious slab-set, 
under, over, against, and on 
which the thirty-person cast 
cavorts with great energy; her 
trick of opening a gigantic flat 
slab to discover a decadent 
domestic bower within is 
marvelously in keeping with the 
melodramatic theatricality of its 
inhabitants. 

Bravo B.U. for a totally fresh 
venture into ancient territory! 
This was ribaldry with class. — 
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‘The leader. Always has been.

HOPE ABANDONED, by 
Nadezhda Mandelstam.

' Alexander Solzhenitsyn by the 


Soviet authorities. 

“People can be killed for 
poetry here,” she writes, ‘‘a sign 
of unparalleled respect.” In 
1934, Osip Mandelstam was 
imprisoned for writing a poem 
which satirized Stalin. By 1938 
he lay in- an unmarked grave, 
dead en route- to a Siberian 
prison camp. Mme. 
Mandelstam’s first book, ‘““Hope 
Against Hope” was a vision of 
the very particular hell of those 
four years: he and she stood 
together almost entirely alone 
hunted by an inevitable doom 
which at times, like a fatal 
disease, gave rise to false hopes 
or his survival. The agony of 
their final separation burns 
through every line of her 
controlled and bitter prose. 

The second book 


: complements the first. It is a 


long look at the world which 
gave rise to such a hell, its 
philosophical historical 
antecedents. Discursive, where 
the first volume was terse, its 
reflections on art and svriety 
alternate with deadly vignettes 
of despicable literary careerists, 
mad futurist poets, fading St. 
Petersburg beauties. Names 
flash before the reader of 19th 
Century Russian ideologues, 
20th Century literary cult 
figures, (thank the editor for a 
most comprehensive set of notes 
and biographies at the back of 


the text). Often she depicts 
phenomena as unfamiliar to us 
as the sublunar beings of a 
Bosch painting. What in our 
short-lived experience of the 
witch-hunting ‘50’s can compare 
to decades of a bureaucracy 
cannibalizing its own people? 
Yet, when she speaks of the 
death of the self, the 
impossibility of the existence of 
an authentic personality in a 
society where all social ties have 
disappeared, “leaving everyone 
of us to stand alone before the 
mysterious forces embodied in 
the State with its powers of life 
and death,” we shudder in 
recognition. 

If the theme of the individual 
against the state necessarily 
overshadows all others in this 
book, it is by no means the only 
one. The turbulent early stages 
of the relationship between 
Nadezhda and Mandelstam are 
revealed with all their 
complications and paradoxes. 
These were partially the result 
of the contradictions in 
Nadezhda’s own nature. On the 
one hand, she was fiercely 
independent and sharp sighted, 
on’ the other, malleable and 
passive in regards to 
Mandelstam’s authoritarian 
empire over her. : 

When they met in 1919, he 
was already at twenty-eight an 
established poet. She, at twenty, 
describes herself as giddy, 
unthinking, fun-loving, part of a 
“herd” of painters, thriving on 
the excitement of the Revolution 
and accepting of what was 
happening around her. 
Fascinated by him, in love and 
yet always rebellious, under 
Mandelstam’s tutelege she 
learned to understand poetry 
and recejved his interpretation 
of the world around them, the 
deadly meaning of which he 

_ perceived early and clearly. He 
was possessive and dictatorial 
until the first rupture in their 
intimacy, his love affair in 1925 
with Olga Vaksel. 


Mme. Mandelstam’s 
explanation of why he in the end 


never left is as characteristically. 


astringent as her political 
judgements: Mandelstam had 
shaped her, she was the work of 
his hands, he was unwilling to 
waste his investment in her or 
the time to mold another woman 
to his taste. 

It is only too likely that had 
they lived in a less consuming 
era, their relationship would 
have ended. But in their last 
desperate years together they 
were wedded in a death in life. 
And strangely, one of 
Mandelstam’s intuitions came 
to be realized. He had always 
divided the world into “men” 
and “wives.” The latter were 
given the tasks of weeping for 
the dead, consulting the oracles 
and gathering up the ashes. A 
more accurate description of 
Mme. Mandelstam’s life could 
not be found. Today his 
reputation as a great poet rather 
than a minor one of the Acmeist 
school is the result of her 
tenacity and survival. It was she 
who committed almost all of his 
works to memory lest the 
precious manuscripts she saved 


had to be jettisoned ‘because of . 


the secret police. The 
publication of his complete 
works in the West is due to her. 
In this book her great 
intellectual gifts make it 
possible for her to ably and 
intimately describe his poems 
and his way of working. 


In her life poetry provided the — 


counterpoise to death. It was 
poetry which was the source of 
her deep long friendship with 
Anna Akmmatova, herself 
persecuted, who was 
acknowledged in Russia to be 
the greatest poet of her time. 


* Together they memorized 
Mandelstam’s verses, kept alive 
his memory. During the Second 
World War she helped keep 
Mme. Mandelstam alive 
literally by sharing her food 


rations. The portrait of 
Akmmatova is one full of grace. 
Mme. Mandelstam sets her 
before us: her stern pure mien of 
a Mother Abbess, her innocent 
penchant for wanting people to 
fall in love with her, her 
unfailing loyalty to 
Mandelstam. “In M’s moment 
of danger there was not one man 
ready to shake him by the hand. 
There was however, a woman to 
mourn him: Akmmatova .. . 
Her farewell kiss meant much 
more than anything the puny 
‘men’ of our era would have 
been capable of.” 

Mme. Mandelstam’s 
judgement on those “puny men” 
is even now, according to a 
recent report in the New York 
Reivew of Books, arousing the 
fury and denunciations of the 
literary cabals of Moscow and 
Leningrad. Her singleminded 
devotion to her husband rivals 
that of Mme. de Sevigne for h. . 
daughter. Her unmincing 
robustness as she describes the 
frightened squirming of the 
petty commissars of the Union 
of Writers is certainly the equal 
of the Duke of Saint-Simon’s 
portrait of Louis XIV’s lackeys. 


Under Stalin, being thrown 


‘ out of the Union of Writers was 


the first step towards starvation 
and the prison camp. What love 
could Nadezhda Mandelstam 
have for the men and women 
who held their tongues or 
actively persecuted fellow 
writers; who for decades avoided 
‘her as the contaminated widow 
of the unrepentant lunatic poet. 


But long before the creation of 
the Union in 1932 Mandelstam 
noted that his colleagues were 
only too happy to impose rules 
and conformity upon 
themselves. His widow writes: 


““Unanimity is possible only 


when people are ready to 
abandon indepéndence of 
thought in order to enjoy the 
feeling of being surrounded by 
the like-minded. Such types do 


not appear en masse in a single 
day.” 

Her observation bears out 
that of philosopher Nicholas 
Berdyaev in his characterization 
of the Russian intelligentsia, of 
which the writers formed one 
segment. Contrary to the 
individualism of western 
intellectuals, the Russian 
intelligentsia is held together by 
a common allegiance to a group 
of ideas, and the people 
belonging to it may or may not 
be intellectual. Berdyaev even 
compared them to a monastic’ 
sect with its own distinct 
manners and customs. A 
rootless group which cut across 
caste and class, it was always 
desperate to establish a foothold 
in a society which. essentially 
had no use for it: the huge mass 
of the peasantry indifferent, the 
ruling class contemptuous. For 


this group the old 19th Century 


notions of the writer with a 
vocation for social service put 
forward by Gogol Was easily 
vulgarized to ‘sotsialny zakaz‘: 
subordination of art to social 
ends. 


Nothing can mitigate: Mme. 
Mandelstam’s judgement of this 
group whose ideals and goals she 
and her husband totally 
rejected. For the moment her 
prophecy that nothing will 
change in the Soviet Union 
stands unchallenged. ‘‘New 
words and arguments,’’ she 
writes, ‘will be found to justify 
new crimes, thus taking the 
incompleted process to its 
logical conclusion .. . I foresee 
the appearance of a new breed of 
imposters who will manage to 
give their slogans a veneer of 
conformity to higher values. But 
it will all be fake and crumble to 
dust. Whichever way one looks 
there is nothing but the snare 
and the pit. We still have not 
paid for our millions of 
compromises and the loss of our 
standards. The reckoning is yet 
to come.”

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Radio: Homogenized Black

Seven long lean years ago, 
black people nationwide took 
the torch to their neighborhoods 
and finally convinced the rest of 
us they really meant “the fire 
next time.’’ Seven chubbier 
years before that, a Harvard- 
bred candidate for president 
made history — of the ruling 
class sort — by calling up a 
jailed civil rights leader in New 
Orleans, presumably to ask 
‘“‘What’s happening?” And 
today, I get a kick out of trotting 
my own Harvie pedigree over to 
the offices of WILD-Radio to ask 
Jim Rowe, Director of 
Programming and a black from 
the South, about his station's 
upcoming ‘debut for Sounds of 
the City, a new nationally- 
syndicated black soap-opera 
brought to you by the folks at 
Quaker Oats. That’s rich, at 
least in 1960 dollars. 

Things are not exactly fat at 
WILD. The station can only 
program the sunlit hours since, 
at night, their signal runs up 
against an earlier liscensee from 
Providence — the Italians got 
here first. So Jim Rowe’s job is 
to program the only black 
station in this market for the full 
range of black interests — news 
as well as music — with only half: 
a broadcast day in which to do 
it. 

And he wrenches the program 
day around to find time for 
Sounds because it is the first 
show of its kind to come down 
the pipe (UniWorld Productions 
in NYC via the Black News wing 
of Mutual’s radio net.) He does 
so with enthusiasm because of 
the show’s strong production 
values: it has sharp, pointed 
writing that dovetails situation, 
plot, and character development 
neatly enough and quickly 


enough to catch an audience out © 


of the usual musak-listening 
pattern and hold it over 
commercial interruptions; it has 
definite acting that is vocally 


. focused enough to compete with 


visual soaps off the tube; and it 
has content that mixes realism 


with “positive images” of black 
life. 

What it doesn’t have, from the 
demo tape I heard, is no fault of 
Rowe’s but the lacks are 
indicative of ongoing 
tensions/disparities between 
black and white programming in 
the U.S. 

First, the style is straight 
1930’s radio — centered not on 
the -city but on a crowded 
apartment full of the 
generations caring for each other 
— as if the split-level life of the 
suburbs, 
ceilings, had never happened — 
which, of course, it never has for 
most blacks. the noisy bustle of 
a multi-family apartment 
remains only a radio memory for 
me, but a fact of life for blacks. 

So score one for realism, even 
if the style is old. But being a 
national product, the series 
suffers the usual homogenizing 
that makes for multi-regional 
‘“‘acceptance.”’ The middle 
ground it seeks (and finds) 
sounds (to my tin/caucasian ear) 
like East-St. Louis jus’-up-fum- 
d’-Souff. 

- And the positive images are 
purely that. The central 
character, the mother, is a 
nurse. Her husband, a cop. They 
work hard to keep the others 
alive and together. Humor 
enters (a la Redd Fox’s lay- 


about Fred) with a parasitic 


aunt, who claims to keep the 
house at great effort but never 
gets around to putting the chops 
on. Sentiment and pathos come 
in with: the uncle, who is blind 
and kept so by poverty and his 
wife’s fear of an operation that 
could cure him. Realism crops 


up with the daughter, who is. 


politically radical but saddled 
with two kids by her marriage to 
a foot-loose musician; and with 
the son who is ominous by his 
habitual absence from home and 
the rumors that he’s involved 
with violent crime. Positive 
effort returns on the heels of the 
musician, who takes a job nights 
tending bar so he can compose 


with acoustical: 


in the daytime. Mother and 
father will believe anything 
when they see it — the best 
about their son-in-law, the worst 
about their son — but for now it 
seems enough just to drag 
a’body home and get those 
chops on. 


Well. Realism, and its seamy 
relation to positive (or ideal) 
images, has long been a key to 
the black experience with media 
on these shores. Dr. King’s 


_ demonstrations in the South 


operated (not so much as 
pitched battles between Negroes 
and Sheriffs, but) as a visual 
conflict between cherished 
images of American justice and 
the more brutal pix from the 
news footage. King made 
graphically visible ‘‘The 
Invisible Man’’ that Ralph 
Ellison discovered himself to be 
as early on as 1948. And over 
these years, blacks have learned 
to understand their own 


. superficial sense of themselves 


(as projected by the white 
media) in rather subtle terms — 
of white America’s hang-ups and 
stereotypes of the world. 
Some white programming has 
made big hay off this situation. 
All in the Family continues to 
top the charts, commanding 


51% of all tv sets drawing watts, 


on Saturday nights, and it 
trades precisely upon the 
ironires of this disparity — in 
consciousness of stereotypes. 
Archie Bunker’s failure to see 


_the black man in front of his 


nose, his dogged refusal to see, 
draws yuks the way Lou 
Costello’s blindness to the 
gorilla behind his’ back used to 
get roars, and maybe this is 
what those gorilla jokes were 
really all about. Of course, All in 


the Family cuts both ways — \ 


you can laugh at Archie or with 
him, depending on your state of 
declension from the state of the 
gorilla. 

Sanford & Son looms darker, 
but not only from the 
complexion of the stars. The 
lassitude of Redd Fox’s Fred 


echoes an early stereotype — the 
lazy shuffling boy. But Fox 
arches it with a deeper, more 
cynical eye to the petty worth of 
getting ahead in material 
America. And so, the show 
pitches itself more to White 
America — which has won the 
game and can afford to evaluate 
the candles — than to blacks. 
Hence its popularity in prime- 
time, which is still an 
overwhelmingly white audience; 
and hence its commercial 
viability, for its jaded humor 
appeals most to the more 
affluent who are most likely to 


buy your more expensive » 


candles for further evaluation. 

But Sounds of the City speaks 
directly to blacks. And Quaker 
can afford a pitch to the 39 
shopper, the responsible 
(positive, ideal) mother / - 
provider. 

What interests me about 
Sounds is its monochrome 
melodramatic tone. For 


instance, daughter makes a 


wisecrack about corrupt cops. 
Mother reminds daughter that 
father is a good man and also a 
cop. Daughter apologizes to 
father. Father says he knows, 
but not to judge the whole barrel 
by a few rotten apples. 

Nowhere does dad get off a 
good horse-laugh at the 
neanderthals on the force. And 
the sentimental values — 
holding house and home 
together — are dredged up to 
drown any tension, returning 
everything to that vast undertow 
of family unmentionables. 

The point I’m getting at is 
subtle. “Positive image” has 
been one huge historical pain in 
the ass for most blacks, because 
as a group they have functioned 
(imaginatively, stereotypically) 
as our traditional definition of 
the ‘‘negative image.’’ I 
sympathize with decent, 
thoughtful men like Jim Rowe 
when they push programming 
that may help to keep young 
blacks out of Walpole — where 
even Superfly won’t learn much 
about how to be free. But 


America as a whole, in this 
advertising age, has taken 
“positive image” as a primitive 
and stupid sort of secular 
religion — the opiate kind. And I 
can’t really see it as “progress” 
for anyone to gain his franchise 
by elbowing up to that 
communion of ritual self- 
observance. 

White soaps, of course, work 
the same sentimental sort of 
clean sweep. Mother/provider/ 
of the earth and gets to shed her 
tear over the silent zoom of the 
halo-maker-camera’ as the 
heavens open wide their organ 
stops. But white soaps, in order 
to survive the demise of the 
family, have invested in more 
sets — divorcees need bachelor 
apartments — and broadened 
the reach of their apron strings. 
So will Sounds have to deal with 
the son as a man on the street — 
not just as an absence at home. 
Different locales are harder to 
establish purely with sound, but 
The Firesign Theater seemed to 
manage. And if Sounds does not, 
the Mother will find herself 
alone, reading Women’s Home 
Companion, for what it’s worth. 


For all their decadence, their 


cynical complications of 
collective vision, Sanford & Son 
and All in the Family trade in 


levels of subtle consciousness. . 


Sounds smacks more of 
‘*Horatio Alger Comes to 
Harlem.” It’s too late. There’s 
always been a lag — blacks 
getting onto the assembly line in 


Detroit only after whites have © 


moved on to engineering schools. 
But the black experience in 
America has always called 
attention~to the realities, 
expecially where they conflicted 
with the ideals. It would be a 
pity if black programming chose 
willfully or unconsciously to 
simple-simonize this rather 
hallowed ground with only these 
cast-off rituals from the white 
prayer book. 

Anyway, tune in March 4 and 
every weekday afternoon at 1090 
on your AM dial for the 
continuing story.

There was more to this Third 
Annual Star Trek Convention 
than utter madness, although 
that was not in short supply. 
There was much hassle and 
much hustle. 

The hassles were caused 
primarily because the 
convention was pborly planned 
and shoddily run. For the third 
year in a row the planning 
committee had grossly 
underestimated the number of 
trekkies expected to attend. 
Thus the facilities at the 
Americana were much too small 
and by Saturday afternoon, 18 
hours after it had started, New 
York fire marshalls were 
threatening to close it down. 
Much time was spent by the 
various emcees exhorting the 
people to “clear the aisles and 


sit down.” Fire marshalls are big - 


on clearing aisles. 

The people hired to do the 
aisles-clearing were of the 13-18 
year old variety. They wore 
helpers badges which meant 
they could officially yell in your 
ear, push you around, and be

name of Star Trek. 

And hustling? It was 
everywhere. Everyone had their 
own angle. For people like 
Countess Pacia and Divinity, it 
was a chance for a little free 
publicity. The Countess seemed 
to be there for the explicit 
purpose of. getting 
photographed. 

“Can I take your picture?” 
asked one young male trekkie. 

‘“‘With or without the 
autograph. showing?’’ she 
replied. 

Isaac Asimov had signed her 
breasts. 

In the. dealers’ room, the 
angle, of course, was money. 
Booths were rented for $40 and 
went to mail order houses, 
science fiction companies as well 
as individual hustlers. In one 
corner of the room, Nichelle 
Nichols, who once played 
Lieutenant Uhura, sold her 
album (four cuts, 45rpm) for 
$3.95. She autographed the 
jacket personally, which was a 
big bonus. 

Down the aisle from here, the 
Monster Times was paying a 
little black kid $1.50 an hour to 
sell their magazines. He was 
given specific instructions to tell 
people that they could leaf 
through the material, but they 
could not read anything unless 
they intended to buy it. 

March Levin-Lajore was 
catering to Spock fanatics in 
another part of the room. He 
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Spock buttons, posters and 


. shopping hags, all of which he 


had had made up for this 
convention. ‘‘Business is 
terrific,” he said. 

The hustling was not confined 
to the dealers’ room. The master 


of ceremonies for much of the . 


convention was a science fiction 
writer named David Gerrold’ 
who wrote the classic Star Trek 
script ‘‘The Trouble with 
Tribbles.”’ He had a _ personal 
booth in the dealers’ room where 
his agent sold his books as well 
as round furry tribbles in 


_ assorted sizes and colors. 


And finally, on Sunday night 
in the middle of the costume 
contest, a man took the 
microphone and announced that 
his restaurant was having a 
party for the trekkies later that 
evening. ‘‘For the low, low, price 
of $3.50,” he said, “‘you can have 


spaghetti and meatballs with all © 


the fixins’. This is a special 
party only for Star Trek people, 
so be sure to sign up. We'll even 
have some surprises for you.” 
Speakers spoke, panels 


* discussed, stars shone. There 


was an art room filled with 
homemade art objects relating 
to Star Trek. “Love is never 
having to say you’re Vulcan” 
was the title of one. Another was 
titled “Uhura in the Raw.” It 


- was a nude study, done -in 


pencil. 
Walter Keonig, DeForest 
Kelley, George, Takei and 


Nichelle Nichols, all members of | 


the original Star Trek cast, were 
there all weekend to hold press 
conferences, give speeches and 
answer questions from the 
audience. The possibility of a 
Star Trek movie was talked 
about often, and the theme of 
the convention, STAR TREK 
LIVES, came over loud and 
clear. 

“I am proud,” said Nichols, 
getting carried away, ‘‘that of all 
the actors in the world, I was 
chosen to be a part of one of the 
most important shows in the 
history of the universe.” 

Kelley remarked, as did all 
the stars, that Star Trek was 
geared for a more intelligent 
audience than the average 
television show. Asimov, who 
spoke on Sunday fternoon, said 
the same thing. “It’s nice to see 
so mahy smart people in one 
room,” he said. That went over 
almost as big as his remark that 
“since I’m the guest of honor, I 
need a maid of dishonor.” 
Asimov always knows how to 
break ’em up. 

Between the speeches and the 
guest appearances, there were 
films. Old Star Trek episodes, 
the famed blooper reel, a half- 
hour of Star Trek outtakes 
(funny the first time, not so 
funny the tenth time), and 
several other Gene Roddenberry 
pilots, which I thought were the 
highlight of the convention. 


Nimoy Shows Up 


On Monday, Washington's 
birthday, Leonard Nimoy (Mr. 
Spock) showed up for his 
patented ‘‘surprise’’ 
appearance, but I was gone by 
then, burnt out from too much 
Star Trek already. As I was 
leaving the Americana, I was 
approached by an eight-year-old 
trekkie, John Mancuso. 

“Hey,” he said, “I'll buy your 


pass for two dollars.” 


“Why?” I asked. 

“Since they’re not selling any 
mrore passes, I can sell it tc 
anyone who shows up today for 
the convention.” 

“How did you figure that 
out?” I asked. 

“Simple,” he said. “I saw 
those two guys over there doing
